more admirable. Ifthe work deals 
great and heroic enterprise and occupies a 
field yet unfilled, it is really invaluable. 

These conditions are all filledin the sub- 
ject of this sketch—the first two volumes of 
the “History of Georgia’ by C. . Jones, 
Esq. A pile of proof-sheets .unbound, strung 
together on rude threads. An eager reader 
might dispose of them in .adayand night, 
and yet in the making of those sheets, there 
is more months and years consumed, more 
of patient labor, of struggle and research, of 
genius, discrimination and tact than is in- 
volved in building up a great fortune or the 
establishment of a great enterprise. 

It is strange that the full and complete his- 
tory of Georgia has never been written. If 
her own sons lacked the leisure, the inclina- 
tion or the ability to envolume her traditions 
and her reeords, the wonder that no 
stranger was tempted by their unique and 
picturesque qualities to undertake the work. 
For unique and significant these records are. 
They cover the history of the first charity 
colony ever established, and the first in 
which slavery was ever prohibited. The strug- 
gles of a small but gallant colony against the 
environment of savage and Spaniard. The 
development of a brave and liberty-loving 
people, who in repeated wars have borne 
prominent part. The growth of a great state, 
that, as enterprising in peace as courageous in 
war, won the name of ‘‘empire’ among 
states, each of which is a miracle of progress. 

If our author had undertaken nothing more 
than to make coherent and consistent the 
fragmentary histories of Georgia already pub- 
lished—to bring into authoritative and con- 
venient shape the scanty and 
broken records or _ traditions § ayvailable 
here or there—his work would haye com- 
manded the heartiest sympathy of our people, 
It is very much more than this, he has done. 
He has spent years in the collection of man- 
uscripts, or in their study, and accumulated 
arich mass of records and information that 
no other man has ever possessed, and more 
perliaps, thai any other man cguld hope to 


is 


acquire, 

He thus has the power of reading beneath 
the surface of all printed history. What is un 
certainly stated in our books he can interpret: 
What is wrongly stated he can correct. What 
is but scantily related he can fill out and com- 
plete. All this he has done admirably, grace- 
fully and impartially in the two volumes that 


lie before us. 
How and where, we can but suggest in the 
burried review that follows: 


I, 
The Plan of the History. 

The two volumes, the advance sheets of which 
we shall now consider, has a simple dedication. 
On the the title page but two lines are printed— 

‘*To the Memory of My Father, 
CHARLES CoLcocK JONES, D, D.’’ 

In his preface, Mr. Jones outlines the scope of the 
history, as follows: 

‘‘My purpose is to write a history of Georgia from 
the earliest times down toa period within the mem- 
ory of the living. In the execution of this design 
two volumes are now offered to the public. They 
embrace the aboriginal epoch, & narrative of dis- 
covery and primal exploration, schemes of colon- 
ization, the settlement under Oglethorpe and the 
life of the province under the guidance of the 
trustees, under the control Of a president and as- 
sistants, under the supervision of royal governors 
and during the revolutionary war. ‘tiey conclude 
with the erect on of Georgia into an independent 
state. All available sources of information have 
been utilized. That the relation should respond 
to the genuine circumstances and true philosophy, 
of the action has been the author’s care. When- 
ever the faithful record and a lively recital of facts 
could best be presented in the language of contem- 
poraneous documents of admitted authenticity 
they have been reproduced. The two concluding 
volumes, which wiil deal with Georgia as a com- 
monwealth, are in course of preparation. 

The care with which Colonel Jones enters upon 
his work, and the purpose he has to make it a 
model of accuracy and grace, is suggested by the 
following sentenee!} with which he ends a preface, 
that is terse and admirable: 

‘‘A historian, says Lord Macauley, must possess an 
imagination sufficiently powerful t> make his nar- 
rative affecting and picturesque. . Yet he must con 
trol it so absoiutely as to content nimself with the 
material which he finds, and to refrain from sup- 
plying deficiencies by additions of his own. He 
must exercise a selfcommand which will enable 
him to abstain from casting his facts in the mould 
ef his hypothesis. Whether the author has .suc- 
ceeded in his honest effort to observe these injunc- 
tions, let the candid reader decide.’’

The Aboriginees of Georgia. 

No man is so fitted to write of the Indian tribes 
that occupied the territoryout of which Georgia 
was carved as Colonel Jones. He long ago pub- 
lished two volumes on their history and character- 
istics, the most authentic and entertaining essence 
of which he reproduces. Itisan entertaining study, 
that of the warlike and intelligant people who held 
the land which our fathers settled. I cannot hope 
toshow the grace and eloquence with which our 
historian treats of this people better than by quoting 
his literal words. In general description he says: ° 

“Tall, erect, copper colored, with long straight 
black hair, with prominent noses and cheek bones, 
with regular features, arched brows, and eyes rather 
small but active and full of fire; usvally grave in 
deportment, reserved in conversation, tenacious of 
natural rights, hospitable to stranger, kind to mem- 
bers of their own tribe, honest, haugnty, and cruel 
toan eremy; crafty, valiant, and often engaged in 
war; expertin hunting and fishing, fond of music 
and dancing, observant of festivals, nimble of foot; 
skilled in the use of the bow and arrow, the club, 
the ax, the harpoon, and the blow gun; patient of 
fatigue and hunger, yet given to ease and frequent 
meals; addicted to smoking; acknowledging the 
existence of a supreme being; adoring thesun as 
the symbol! of life and heat; entertaining some no- 
tions of a life beyond the grave; plegued with vi- 
sions, dreams, trances, and the influences of malign 
ard lesser divinities; worshiping the devil, and of- 
fering human sacrifices in propitiation of the Spirit 
of Evil; indulging to some extent in the worship 
and perpetuating the memory of the distinguished 
dead by mounds and figures of wood and stone; 
excelling in the manufacture of fictile ware, boats 
of single trees, shawls, coverings, mantles beauti- 

ally woven and adorned with feathers, articles of 
fress made of the skins of buffalo, bear, 


and deer, carefully prepared, 
and colored, fishing lines and 
nets of the inner bark of trees, mats and baskets of 


split cane, reeds and rushes,and Jaborous!y con- 


various articles and implements of wood, bone, 
shell copper and stone: frequentiy monagamous— 
the contubernal relationship being dissouble at 
thetwiil of the male—the chiefs and principal men 
claiming as many wives as fancy and station dic- 
tated; ornament-loving, jealous of their possess- 
ions, ,given to agriculture, obedient to kings— 
thus runs a general description of these primitive 
inhabitants,’’

Agriculture was practiced by the Georgia Indians

with more system and persistence than has been 


generally believed. Our author says, of their farm-

‘*Baltazar de ¢ egos, who had been dispatched 
by DeSoto upon a recoonoitering expedition, ob- 
served extensive tracts tilled by. the natives, 
products of which he reported ‘‘sufficient to subsist 
alargearmy without its kiowing a want;’’ aud we 
are told that the followers of the Adelantado on one 
occasion marched fortwo leagues through continu-

Spaniards and their horses would often 
sorely pinched by hunger. 

These ancient plantations. were located in rich 
valleys, where a generous Suil yielded with least la- 
borthe most remunerative harvest, upon islands, 
and in the vicinity of streams where the products 
of the earth were readily supplemented by the 
fishes of the water and the game of the forests. 

The town plantation, ifat first cleared by the 
united effort of the community, was subsequently 
parcelled out among its members who were there- 
after entitied§ to reap the fruits of 
their personal industry. Each year, at the 
appointed season, under the superiutendence o. 
overseers, the inhabitants of the town, as one fam, 
ily. prepared the ground and sowed the seed. Up. 
on the ingathering of the harvest each Indian de 
wosited in his private crib the yield of his particu 
fas lot, contributing, however, a certain portion to 
the public granary or king’s store. house. These 
public granaries, built of wood, clay and stones and 
covered with poles, earth and paimetto leaves, 
served as depositories for dried fishes, alligators, 
dogs, deer and other jerked meat. From them were 
the chiefs supplied, and their stores were expended 
in entertainment of travelem, guests and distin- 
guished strangers. Should the private crib ofa 
member of the community be destroyed by fire, or 
should want overtake any one, by the king’s’com- 
mand he was assisted from the public graoary. 
Thence alse did warriors draw ratious when setting 
out upon an expedition. 

Besides his lot in the general plantation, each in- 
habitant of the village cultivated a garden spot near 
his habitation, where melons, beans and other veg- 
etables were produced. 

The principal agricultural implements in vogue 
were wooden mattocks, scapulas of deer and buf: 
falo, large fish bones, wooden sticks for piercing 
holes in the ground, and stone spadesand hoes, Of 
the latter three varieties may be mentioned: onea 
Jarge, leaf shaped implement, another a sort of 
greoved adze, and the third the notched hoe. 

The green corn was Soiled in the ®arthen vessels 
Or roasted inthe fire. When dry, the seeds were 
parched and then pulverized. Forthis purpose, 
crushing stones, woodeu and stone morters, rollers 
and pestles were employed. While most of these 
stone mortars were formed from flat bowlders 
taken from the beds of neighboring streams, their 
surfaces being hotowed outtothe depth ofa few 
inches—others may be seen manufactured of ferru- 
ginous quartz, symmetrical in shape, accurately 
fashioned, beautifully polishep, and capable o 
holding a quartor more. In some localities we 
behold permanent mortars scooped out of large 
bowlders or rocks which appearto haye been re- 
garded and used as public property. 

In the neighborhood of their cornfields were 
Villages, play grounds, tumuli, fish preservers and 
defeusive works. Encouraged by their improved 
possessions to forego the uucertainties and priva- 
lions of aromadic life long pricr to the decade of 
the historic periods,these peoples had become prov: 
ident of the iuturé, obedient to the will of rulers, 
jealous of the conservation of their homes, attached 
to fixed abodes and, to a certain degree, tolerant 
of labor. 

THE INDIANVILLAGES. 

Of the shapes of their houses and villages the 
historian says: 

“Of these ancient towns it may be stated that they 
were generally small, circular in outline and de- 
fended by stockades inserted inthe ground and 
inclosing spaces varying from two to fiftyaeres, To 
strengthen and maintain them securely in their 
upright positions the lower ends of these stockades 
were reinforced by earth thrown against them from 
within and without, Such an addition contribu- 
ted materially to the safety of the inclosure: and 
itis notimprobable that some of the old aarth. 
walls ami parapets, still extant in southern valleys, 
indicate the lines of palisader gnciently planted 


for the protection of thes * owns, 

The dwellix? “f the mico usually oecupied a cen- 
tre position in the village, It was either sunk be- 
low the level ofthe ground toavoid the heat, or 
was elevated upon an artificial mound. 
Around, in the order of rank 
were congregated the houses of chiefsand principal 
men. The cabins of the common people were cir- 
cular or parallelogrammic in plan, the wails being 
madeof upright poles, and the roofs covered with 
cane, palmetto leaves, moss or earth. The summer 
houses were open, while those intended for occu- 
pancy during the winter-were often plastered with 
clay. In many instances, particularly during hot 
weather, the cooking was done outside of 
the cabins. and in small structures specially 
built for that purpose. Around the residences of 
the chiefs—which were more ample than those of 
the common people—extended deep balconies, fur- 
nished with mats and cane seats. Each village had 
its large council house where public deliberations 
were held. 

Sometimes, as at Talameco, there was a mauso- 
leum, or temple, wherein reposed the skeletons of 
dead micos and priests. This was supplemented 
by a building which served as an armory. If lo- 
cated at some distance from natural spring, lake or 
river, an artificial pond was dug to furnish the 
town with the requisite supply of fresh water. 

THE AND MOUND-BUILDERsS. 

The author gives the closest discussion to the 
ancient mounds that -have for years stood as the 
mysteries of our continent. Extracts from this 
most interesting part of our history are given here- 


MOUNDS 


with: 

“That sepulchural tumuli of no mean dimensions 
have been erected within the bistoric period is cap- 
able of easy demonstration. It is equally certain 
that the custom of mound building was generally 
discontinued shortly after European settlements 
were formed in this country. Subsequently, in- 
stead of being carefully disposed in the womb of 
the laboriously constructed mound, the dead were 
exposed upon ephemeral scaffolds, hidden away in 
the hollow trunks of trees, submerged in ponds, 
lakes and streams, buried in the depths of forests, 
concealed in ledges of rocks, or laid away beneath 
the floors of lodges with few and feeble indicia to 
denote their last resting places. 

If builded near ariver, these tumuli were now 
and then inclosed by circular or semicircular earth- 
walls, or by canals communicating with the 
stream, and, at the upper ends and along their 
courses, develaping into artificial ponds which 
served as fish-preserves. Introduced from the 
river into these artificial lakes—the narrow mouths 
of which were closed by gates made of cane and 
slivers of wood, the fishes were there bred and 
were thence caught with nets, various forms of 
which were in use among these [ndians. 

Some of the more prominent of these truncated 
pyramids and cones may, we think, be recognized 
as elevations prepared for the erection of temples 
for sun worship; while other@f less altitude were 
seemingly intended as foufMations for the resi- 
dences of kings, micosand priests, 

A second class of tumuli worthy of mention in- 
eludes conical mouuds, truncated and situated 
upon commanding bluffs and hilltops, which 
served as signal stations in this densely wooded 
region. Inthe absence of bugle note, the roll of 
drum, :he boom of cannon, andthe flight of the 
electric spark, fires kindled upon their summits, 
with their glare by night and smoke by 
day. gave tokens which repeated from 
kindred mounds along the reaches of rivers, or on 
answering eminences, Within a period much shorter 
than that allotted to the swiftest runner, warned 
tribe and nation of approaching danger. These 
mounds of observation may be recognized by their 
peculiar locations and relative positions. and by 
the fact that when opened they are found tocon- 
tain nothing other than the traces of fire under- 
lyingthe roots of overshadowing trees. 

Springing from the depths of extensive swamps 
and in regions liable to inundation may be seen 
tumuli of considerable dimensions, which served 
either as retrearcs during seasons of sudden over- 
flow, or as foundations for the dwellings of those 
who here hunted and fished. 

Compared with each other, these tumuli give ev- 
dence of varying ages. Hundreds of years agone, 
some Of them were abandoned to the guardianship 
of the forest trees, while a few have been erected 
since commerce was established with the white 


race. 

It being no easy task, with the rude implements, 
friable earthern vessels, and frail baskets at com- 
mand, to construct a large sepulichral tumulus, 
these people were in the habit of preserving the 
skeletous of their dead until they accumulated suf- 
ficiently to Warranta general inhumation. Primi- 
tive undertakers with their long nails stripped the 
decaying fiesh from the bones, disjointed the skel- 
etons, placed the cleaned bones in coffins or chests 
fabricated of canes and splints and stored away in 
the village bonehouse, where, marked for the recog- 
nition of relatives, and well guarded, they remain- 
ed until they so multiplied as either to fill the 
structure or to enlist the sympathy of the commu- 
nity in the erection of agrave mound. 

Upon a day appointed, the kindred of the de- 
ceased repairing to the bone house, ana taking up 
the coflins of their respective dead, followed one

Thus from an eminenc?2 too distant for careful 
survey, and with a flight too rapid for specific men-

Although too general for accurate discrimination, 
and too discursive for scientific precision, these ob- 
servations Will, it 1s hoped. convey at least a toler- 
able impression of the aucient peoples who, in the 
flood of years, like the restless wave of the ocean, 
cover our land and, receding, left here and there 
these sea shells which we have been gathering— 
physical tokens that the great tide of an early aud 
almost forgotten human life was once here. 

The operation of that inexorable law which sub- 
ordinates the feeblerto the will of the stronger, 
inaugurated here more than one hundred years 
agone, hasin the end brought about the utter ex- 
patriation of the red race from the soil of Georgia. 
Altheugh half a century has elapsed since the last 
of the Cherokees departed hence for their enforced 
homes beyond the Mississippi, Indian memories 
linger upon our hills and are interwoven with some 
of the most dramatic epsodes in the history of our 
State.

Me finds small reason for believing that many of the 
Spanish adventurers who have been credited with 
explorations of what is now the territory of Georgi 
ever set foot on its soil. 

He admits that Verrazzano may have touched the 
Georgia coast. He even admits that Ogiethorpe 
was justified ia using Sir Walter Raleigh’s journal 
as his guide book through the Georgia wilder- 
ness, because of this reasonable evidence that 
that chivalrous gentleman may landed at 
Yammacraw. Hesays that Roboult’s quaint and 
unctuous journal undoubtedly describes scenes 
and gives the stories of trave'sin Georgia. Butthe 
first exploration of Our state that is worthy of the 
name was undertaken by De Soto and his follow.

The romantic story of this glittering cavalcade 
and its adventures a new world, our author tells 
with indomparable grace aud tenderness. Nowhere 
in fiction do I know of a finer episode, more enjoy- 
ingly treated. Fresh from the spoils of Peru, am- 
bitious to renew their wealth in these virgin forests 
—the Spanish grandees who made up Desoto’s 
company had lavished fortunes in splendid equip- 
ment. A brave and gorgeous company, it was then 
that entered thnestate of Georgia near where Thomas 
county now lies. Ourauthor says: 

Many ofthe young cavaliers who now rallied 
around this standard carried in their vein the 
best blood of Spein. Their equipment was superb 
and theireuthusiasm unbounded. It wasastrange 
sight, on the lonely shores of the new world, this 
convocation ofsoldiery. in rich armorand costly 
dresses, of attending slaves, caparisoned horses and 
burden bearing mules; this assemblage of fleet grey 
hounds,and savage bloodhounds, and grunting 
Swine; this accumulation of artillery, weapons, 
handcuffs, chains, neck-collars, crucibles for refin- 
ing gold, tools, instruments and materialof every 
needed sort. ‘ 

It is worthyof note that accompanying the first 
explorersof thestate wasa drove of swine. Thir- 
teen sows and two boars were landed with De Soto, 
and they trudged along with the haughty Span- 
iards, and by the time they had reached the mid- 
dle of the state, the progress of the 
Spaniards, they had multiplied to three hundred

swine. 

Thecourse of the Spaniards is outlined as follows: 
They entered the state on the southwest boundary, 
went into Irwin and Coffee counties, traveled ou 
through Laurens,keeping parallel with the Atlantic 
coast untilthey reached Silver Bluff on the Savyan- 
nah river, about twenty-five miles below Augusta. 
This was the principal town of the beautiful Indian 
Cocica of which so much has been written. They 
then went up the right bank of the Savannah, une 
til they reached what now Franklin 
They traversed this, saw Mount Yonah, went west- 
waid into Murray county, followed the Oostanaula 
to Rome, and then crossed into Alabima, 

The first white man who fell on Georgia soil was 
killed by indians in ambush, in Irwin or Coffee 
county, neara great swamp, into which they fled 
on being pursued. In Laurens county they came 
npon the village of Achere. Upon approaching it, 
the inhabitants plunged into the river in great fear 
and tied, 
approached Ocute. The author says: 

While approaching Ocute, De Soto’s command 
was met by two thousand Indians, bearing asa 
present from the chief many conies, partridges, 
bread made of maize, dogs and twoturkeys. Such 
was the scarcity of meat that the Spaniards wel- 
comed this offering of dogs as heartily as if it had 
been a gift of fat sheep. In the language of the 
narrative from which we have quo.ed so freely: 
“Of flesh, meat and saltin many places and many 
times there had been great need; and they were so 
scarce that if a man fell sicke there was nothing to 
cherish him withal: and with asickuesse that in 
another place easilie might have been remedied, 
he consumed away till nothing but skinne and 
bones was left; and they died of pure weakness, 
some of them saying: ‘If I had aslice of meate or 
a few cornes of salt I should not die.’’’ 

Upon entering a village, and villages now became 


frequent, the Spaniards setabout killing the dogs 
and eating them heartily. In leaving the villages 
they levied contributions of food, drafted hundreds 
of Indians as tamemes (or burden-bearers) and 
oftentimes maltreated and despoiled the native 
women. On April 26 they captured four Indians 
who refused to guide them. They burned one at 
a stake and the others then pointed out the way to 
Cutifachiqui, the rich province on the banks of the 
Savannah, ruled over by a beautiful queen. 

The hospitality of this Indian queen is well-known 
but nowhere else, is the story of the simple dignity, 
and the curious ceremony with which she received

bassedor worthy of the young and beautiful prin- 
cess whom he served 

What next the Spanish captain and 
Indian guide we relate in the language of Theodore 
Irving, quoting from Garcilasso de la Vega: 

‘Juan de Anasco and his comrades having pro- 
ceeded nearly three leaguesstopped tomake their 
midday meal and take their repose beneath 
shade of some wide spreading trees,as the heat 
oppressive. The Indian guide had proved a cheer- 
fuland joyous companion, entertaining them all 
the way with accounts of the surrounding country 
and the adjacent provinces. On a sudden, after 
they had halted, he became moody and thoughtful 
and, leaning his cheek upon his hand, fellintoa 
reverie, uttering repeated and deep-drawn sighs 
The Spaniards noticed his dejection, but fearing to

In the end, their 
golden vision vanished, the body of their leader, 
silently and in darkuess entomped in the father of 
waters, fewin numbers and broken in spirit, their 
munitions exhausted, the survivors of this famous 
expedition fled fromthe tand wherein they had 
garnered a harvest only of privation, peril, sorrow, 
mortification and death. 
a¥: 

The Early Colonial Period. 

It isto the colonial period that Colonel! Jones 
gives the most elaboration. The wonderful story 
of this colony: planted by spontaneous charity, he 
fells from beginning to end with exquisite grace 
and felicity—its struggles, its trials and its develop- 
ment. Patiently he recounts the settling of each 
new outpost, and carefully notes the characteristics 
of each dissimilar colony that, commingled at last, 
to make up the character of the typical 
Georgian. He is not above quoting the curious 
and quaint writers of that day, whose journals give 
a wealth of authentic detail—impart a charm, en- 
tirely their own, to the whole work. 

There is no figure inhistory more rounded and 
oomplete than that of Oglethorpe. 
statesman, soldier, philanthropist, diplomatist—in 
whatever aspect his lifeis viewedit is noble and 
heroic. In dealing with the savage tribes, that 
swarmed about hisinfant colony, he surpassed 
William Penn, bothin the influence he exerted, 
the confidence he commanded, and the results he 
achieved without bloodshed. In the skill and cour- 
age with which he defended his little colony from 
Spaniard savage and slave, in colonial 
history approached him. In. exiling himself 
from the pleasures of the court at which he wasa 
favorite, in spending his private fortune, in endur- 
ing dangers, fatigue and privation until he 
enfeebled and worn out, for the protection and en- 
couragement of the humble people he had rescued 
from the debtors’ prison or from religious persecu- 
tion, anexample of of soul and 
purpose, that may for all goes 
without saying that the fullest exposition yet giv 
of this grand life is to be found in this history, 
attempt to take the life of Oglethorpe that 
nearly succeed 1s told in these words: . 

Early in the following November he establishea 
his headquarters temporarily at Fort St. Andrews 
on Cumberland island that he might personally 
s iperintend and encourage the construction of the 
military defenses which were being there erected. 
This island was then garrisoned by the companies 
which had been detailed from Gibraliar. In addi- 
tion to their pay these troops, for a limited period 
after their arriva) in Georgia, had been allowed 
extra provisions from the thin store. 

When in November these rations were discontin 
ued, conceiving themselves wronged and de 
frauded of their rights, the men became dissatis- 
fied. As the general was conversing at the door of 
his hut with Captain Mackay. aturbulent fellow 
had the iermenity tocome up unannounced an: 
demand a renewal of the allowance. Oglethorpe 
replied that the terms of enlistment had been fully 
complied with, and thatif he desired any benefit 
at his hands such rude and disrespectful behavior 
was not calculated te secure favorable considera- 
tion of his application. The feliow thereupon be- 
came outrageously insulted. 

Captain Mackey drew his sword, which the des- 
perado wrested from him, broke in half, and having 
thrown the hiltat that officer’s head, rushed away 
to the barracks, there snatched up a. loaded gun 
and crying a'oud, “One and alil,’’ he ran back, fol- 
lowed by five or more of the conspirators and tired 
at the general, being only a few paces distant 
The bali whizzed by Oglethorpe’s ear, while the 
powder scorched his face and singed gis clothes. 
Another soldier presented bis piece and attempted 
to discharge it. Fortunately it missed fire. A 
third drew his hanger and endeavored tostab the 
general who, however, having by this time un- 
sheathed his sword, parried the thrust. An officer 
coming up ran the ruffian through the body. Frus- 
trated in their attempt at assassination, the mu- 
tineers sought safety in flight, but were apprehend- 
ed and putin irons. After trial by court martial 
the ringleaders were found guilty and shot.

“To the house of Harris & Habersham is 
Georgia indebted for the establishment of her 
earliest Commereial relations, not only with Phil 
adelphia, New York and Boston, but also with 
London.

Wehave seen a fee- 
ble plantation upon Yamacraw bluff expanding, 
year by year,until it now assumes the proportions of 
a permanent colony and discloses the potentiali 
ties of a future nation. The English drumbeat on 
the banks ofthe Savannuahis answered by the 
Highland bagpipe on the Altamaha, and the pro- 
tecting guns of Frederica are supplemented by the 
tentinel’s field-pieces at Augusta. At every siage 
of progress and in every act, whether trival or iin- 
portaut, these trustees capable or worthy. evinced 
a clear conception of duty,a patience and energy, 
ah iutegrity, and arigid adherence to all that was 
pure, elevated, and humianizing, which become 
quite conspicuous when their proceedings are mi- 
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nutely and intelligentiy scanned. 
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lf the wealth of hitherto 
that part of his histor 
period demonstrated, as it certainly does, that by 
his patient study in the British archives and his lay- 
ish outlay in purchasing documents, Colonel Jones 
had the material and information for-a work that 
will prove a revelation, much more abundant is 
this demonstration when he discusses the reyolu- 
tionary period. 

For more than acentury Georgia has rested under 
the suspicion that she was slow to respond tothe 
awakening spirit of liberty that seized the other 
Her absence from the first colonial con- 
ventions, and her silence when other colonies had 
spoken, evoked’the strongest abuse then, and has 
left a cloud hanging over the fair name oi the state.

The struggle between the patriots of John’s 
parish and the royalists with Governor Wright at 
their headis told in graphic and fitting language. 
Before the revolution was fairly started, the Sons of 
Liberty had putthere charterless province in line 
with the older states, and from that day forth Geor- 
gia bore her share of the common danger, and won 
her share of the common glory. 

if space were available I might fill another page 
with the incidents of the revolution itself, toldin 
the splendid diction of Colonel Jones, but I must 
forbear. 
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For many years of the revolution the territory of 
Georgia was overrun by the enemy.: Her people 
were never subdued. In guerilla bands under 
Clarke, Twiggs, Dooly, Jones and others they guard- 
ed the frontier, pressing back the Indians on the 
one hand, the scaphalites on anuotber, or dashingin 
assault on the British or the tories. Defeated and dis- 
banded to-day they would meet atsome rendezyous 
a week laterand organiz:d again for their 
bloody and dangerous work. Frequentiy each 
command was reduced be fifty men, but they 
kept in the field. Opposed them as leagers were 
Colonel Brown, an inhuman brute of great bravery 
and address, and Grierson and others, 
The outrages cemmitted the former of these, 
who had been tarred and feathered by the patriots, 
He murdered, plundered 
and confiscated at will, All attempts to kill or cap- 
ture him were without avail. At length he was 
hunted, like a wild boar, into the city of Augusta 
courmands of

eral Vickens and Light Horse 
Lee. The seige of this city, its, 
desperate defence, the correspondence between 
Brown and his beseigers, his final surrender, makes 
a vivid and thrilling chapter. 

Indeed every phase of the revolution frem its 
inception toits end, is described with great par- 
licularity and in the most graphic style.

It need not be supposed that the pilgrim made 
guch digressions in his journey as he has taken the 
liberty to make inthe chronicles thereof. He did 
not even stop at Springfield—a town about which 
he had dreamed a thousand times—but he tooka 
good look at it from the car window. But Spring- 
field does not offera very inviting view from the 
railroad station,and in this respect it is not different 
from all the other towns and cities of the union. 
Thetrains enteritthe back way, and the outlook 
is gloomy and forbidding. The truth is, there is 
nothing remarkable about Springfield but its news- 
paper, the Republican, aud this newspaper would 
make any town remarkable, simply becauseitis a 
remarkable newspaper. Printed in a country town, 
faraway from the .centers of political inflaence 
and information, it has nevertheless won a nation- 
al reputation, and, asan organ of publicopinion, 
its powerand influence extend beyond its circula- 
tion. Its influence is not only political, but socitl 
and literary. The Republican was made by >am- 
uel Bowles, one of the few great editors this coun- 
try has produced. He was aman with a purpose 
and a conscience, and he was proof agaiust flattery 
no matter what shape it might take. He had no 
ambition but his newspaper and he would have 
no office but that of editor. He was assisted in his 
editorial duties for along time by Dr. J. G. Hol- 
land, the founder of The Century Magazine, and 
these two, with the bright young men they 
called around them, gave to the Repub- 
lican a tone and character’ which their 
successors, with more and better facilities, 
have improved upon. For, while Mr. Bowles was 
possessed of an aggressive individuality, as his op- 
ponents found to their cost, it was the individual- 
ity of a journalist, and not that of a newspaper 
writer or essayist; and his judgment was so good, 
his system so complete, that the son, into whose 
hands the Republican fell, found its future map- 
ped out. 

It is difficult to sayin what the excellence of the 
Republican consists but the impression that it 
makes is one of evenness and completeness, 
and when this impression is produced day after day, 
one perceives thatcountry journalism may be made 
as important and more satisfying than the jour- 
nalism of the great centers of population. 
The office of the Springfield Repub- 
lican is known, moreover, as the nursery 
of editors. Its writers are alwaysin demand else- 
where and the mostof them make their mark. Dr. 
Holland was a great force in our literature in one 
way and another. Mr. Charles Miller, the editor of 
the New York Times, was once a writer on the Re- 
publican, and Talcott Williams, a brilliant writer 
on the Philadelphia Press, served his journalistic 
apprenticeshipin that office. Mr, Charles G. Whit- 
ing, the present literary editor of the Republican, 
is one of the three or four really competent literary 
critics in this country. Genuine criticism is far 
enough removed from the cutting, and slashing, 
and bitterness of soul that Poe made popular with 
the young Bohemians a generation or two ago. 
It moves to-day on the lines of culture and sympathy 
and illuminates where itcondemns. Mr. Whiting’s 
biographical sketch and critical estimate of Long- 
fellow, printed the day after the death of the poet, 
is one of the most remarkable essays of the kind 
ever written, and has already taken its place ir 
literature. 


This isa roundabout way of saying that Spring- 
field is the site of one of the most interesting news- 
papers in the republic, but circumlocution is some- 
time necessary. Itisa necessary, forinstance, when 
one is trying to make a verbal approach to Boston. 
The way must be paved with words. The approach 
was simple enough in the train that flew away from 
Springfield with the pilgrim on board. There was 
a succession of towas, a _ procession of 
suburbs, flashes of green and yellow and 
red forests, and there you were. But 
in a chronicle it is different. All the accessories are 
lacking. One mustdrum up the memorials and 
bring to view eveuts and circumstances that seem as 
insubstantial as « dream. There is no fat ship’s cap- 
tain (who has been in the country ona visit to his 
friends) to grow] at the humble porter of the parlor 
car because he has lost his wallet. There is no 
porter to growl at, no parlor car, no railway; in 
fact, nothing butared pine table, a cigar-holder 
and an ink-bottle. 

‘‘How, then,’’ exclaims the terrified reader, ‘‘are 
we to get to Bos'on?”’ 

Genial and long-suffering creature, let us com- 
promise. Letussettle this business comfortably. 
Above all, let us have no wrangle. Let us have an 
amicable adjustment. Let us say we are already 
in Boston, otherwise there will be_ trouble. 
The truth is, Boston begins to grow interest- 
ing by thetime you reach Hartford, and there are 
so many things to think about, so many impressions 
to be warmed over a'id revived, that it is difficult 
for an awkward chronicler to turn his back upon 
them. But at last the time has arrived when che 
pilgrim may admit thst he isin Boston—not only 
admit the fact, but gloatoverit. He has discovered 
since his return that most of his acquaintances who 
have been to Buston are inclined to gloat over the 
fact, and they all seem to be unanimous in the be- 
lief that, with the exception of the 
Cracker City, the Hub is the most interesting 
town in the _ republic. When -Poe gravely 
announced from the lec'ure platform that he was 
born in Boston. there is no doubt that he was inter 
preting that subtile thrill of familiarity or fore- 
knowledge that some times Staggers the experience 
of men. 
confounded by the feeling that at some former 
period, or in some former existence, or in some for- 
gotten dream, he had intimately associated 
with the scenes and the people. 
very puzzling one. and mysterious 
day after day, gavethe pilgrim an excuse for feel- 
ing very muchathome. Itis a very comfortable 
feeling for a stranger to have. 

The truth is, man can see 
and its people under favorable circumstances with- 
out feeling very muchat home, and if he takes the 
trouble to give the matter any thought or in- 
vestigation, he will wonder how 
itis possible that these people, reared and edtrea - 
ted under such different conditions and in the 
midst of such diverse surroundings, should pos- 
sess all the most strikiug characteristics of the 
people of Georgia. This was the pleasant expe- 
rience of the pilgrim, and the fact disposed of his 
Theory with a big T by confirming it, and no the- 
ory could have a more satisfactory disposition. It 
seems that there are currents of thought, conduct 
or Civilization (giving the reader his choice of 
terms) that even the great sluice of sectional preju- 
dice cannot muddy; there are currents that even 
the editorial brethren are powerless to turn aside. 
The broad fact that genuine American civilization 
atits best is the same whereverit isfound is not 
to be explained away by the theories of those 
who claim, on the one side, that slavery made the 
southern people braggarts and bullies,or of those who 
claim, on the other side, that puritanism destroyed 
‘everything that was genial or conservative in New 
England. In spite of these theories, which have 
founda ready acceptance not only at home, but in 
foreign lands, as you may gather from the English 
reviews, the southern man who has reasonably good 
opportunities, will find among the people of Boston 
the saine simplicity, the same courtesy, the same 
peculiarities of manner and speech which he finds 
among the best peopleat home. This leads to the 
remark that Boston, socially, in spite of its clubs 
and its literary development, is a Georgia town. 
The pilgrim, in spite of his brave theory, expected 
to find himself surrounded by all the appurte 
mances and results of a different civilization; 
he expected to rub himself raw against the angles

of all sorts of prejudices; but he was most agreeably 
disappointed. Somehow it seemed that he had 
returned home after a long absence and found vast 
changes of topography and architecture, but noth- 
ing was newor strange because the people had 
remained the same. 

Boston is of more than ordinary interest to the 
sight-seer, but the reader of these crude impressions 
will be disappointed if he is expecting a description 
ofany of the places which give the town its dis- 
tinctien in thisrespect. These have already been 
freely and fully advertised by tourists and 
others. If the fact is to his 
discredit, let it be so recorded, but the pilgrim did 
not visit Faneuil hall, nor Bunker Hill, nor Tre- 
mont temple, nor any of the tombs of the distin- 
guished dead, Such brief time as he had to spare 
from business (and a Boston-raised boil of umsur- 
passed tenderness) he devoted to the people and 
the activities of the town; not in the vainglorious 
attitude of critic and commentator, but in the 
humble guise of student and spectator. The real 
libraries of the world are in the streets of its cities 
and villages, and there is more human nature in 
one man or in one woman than in all the books in 
existence. 

No doubt the pilgrim would have made the 
rounds of Boston sights as other people do, buy 
his first impulse in that direction was 
gently nipped in the bud by Osgood, he whom 
Mark Twain, when the billiards run right, isin the 
habit of calling the Honest Publisher. The pil- 
grim, With the instinct ofa tourist, desired to be 
taken to the courseover Which Osgood walked the 
match with Dickens’s a:ent, Dolby. The English- 
man, it will be remembered, was left far behind, 
and the pilgrim desired to behold the scene of this 
international episode. But Osgood blushed, and 
said that to go over the ground again would lay 
him open to the charge of nursing a boastful spirit, 
whereas he remembered the matter merely as a 
youthful joke. While he did not regret that 
Providence had used him as an humble 
instrument to crush the pride of an 
Englishman—a pride which tooted out 
like a pot-leg—nevertheless, he did not desire to 
tear open any of the old international wounds, 
While there is peace between the countries, he said, 
let peace ,be real. As a matter of course, the 
pilgrim,with merely the poor resources of argument 
thatare atthe command ofa provincial, could 
make no reply; but the matter had a definite result 
so far as sight-seeing in Boston was concerned. If 
he could not see the spot where one vile English- 
man was crushed, why should he seethe place 
where some dozen or more were routed. Why 
should he visit Bunker Hill? And so the whole pro- 
gramme of sight-seeing was given up and the pil- 
grim is convinced that it was a wise thing to do. 

The most interesting sight in Boston may be wit- 
nessed late in the afternoon by any one who will 
take the trouble to stand at the eorner of School 
street and look up Tremont street the way the Com- 
monruns. The most favorable hour is just before 
dusk, when the electric lamps are lit. As far asthe 
eye can see there is a procession of street cars mak” 
ing its way toward you, and after it is watched a 
little While it becomes panoramic. Presently you 
observe that the procession is a double one; 
itis coming towards you and going from yeu. The 
imagination makes something more out of it than 
the reality warrants, It becomes mysterious. The 
lights glitter sharp and white against the deepening 
twilight, and send black shadows flickering ‘across 
the street. Meanwhile, the sidewalks that flank the 
double provession of cars are filled with amultitude 
of people going up and down —a restless and never- 
ending stream of humanity flowing hitherward and 
thitherward; spreading and growing thinner in the 
dusky levels of the Common, but never losing itself 
and apparently never frogetting that the small au- 
dience from Georgia expected it to be as pictur- 
esque as possible. The beauty and vitality of this 
scene is sometimes surpassed by holiday festivals on 
Canal street,in New Orleans, but nowhere else is it 
equalled. Broadway is full of 
and tumult, tut Broadway lacks the re: 
pose that only perspective can im- 
part. The imagination is drowned out by the clat- 
ter,“overpowered by the rush and scrambie. The 
scenes on Broadway are spectacular enough, no 
doubt, and they would be picturesque if only they 
would conform themselves to some definite shape 
ormethod. But Broadway refuses to conform. 

The yisitor to Boston who Is not in search of his- 
torical remains and relics of patriot- 
ism, will miss a deal if he fails 
to visit the suburbs. Boston prides 
itself on its suburbs, and with reason. The pilgrim 
remembers no part of his Boston experience with 
keener delight than atwenty mile drive through the 
neighborhcod of Brookline and Jamaica Plains 
under the guidance of Mr. Osgood. Perhaps it was 
the day—perhaps it was the companion—perhaps it 
Was because everything seemed to fit the placeand 
the occasion—but somehow the pilgrim thought 
the scenery the finest in the world. The firm roads 
seemed .to' lead in, all directions, ‘but they 
never quite managed to get away from the shade 
of the great trees and the majestic beauty of the 
woods. The hand of man has been busy here, but 
it has been guided by taste and judgment. The 
suburbs ot Cincinnati are pleasing to the eye, but 
they Jack the impressiveness taat nature gives. 
Lopped treesand mowed lawns are very fine in 
their way, butthere is something pretentious in 
the result. Considering the temptation, thereis 
small evidence of this lack of taste in the suburbs 
of Boston. For twenty miles, going one 
way and coming another, the pilgrim rode through 
scenery much finerthancan be found ina park. 
The trees and shrubbery had been tanned a little, 
but the flavor of nature remained. Inthe woods 
the tints of fall were beginning toshow. Here and 
there asumach bush ora maple flamed out against 
a green background, andthe hickory trees were 
dressedin vivid yellow, but beyond this there was 
no hint of the splendor which marks the autumn 
foliage in New England, These tints may empha- 
size, butthey do not add to beauty of the 
scenery. 

To drive foran hour or more through these charm- 
ing suburbs and then return, fortified by lunch at 
the Country Club, is to get impressions that are

Hear what our grocers say on the subject: 


Mr. Durry, of Dohme & Duffy, said: “We sell 
no Georgia butteratall. We retail six hundred 
pounds per week, half of which comes from Ten- 
nessee and half of it ismade by Quakers in Oneida 
county, New York. Wedo not sell Georgia butter 
because there’is none tc sell. The Jersey butter 
that is made near Atlanta is of course very fine, but 
it is not worked well and does not keep more than 
two or three days, which is not long enough for the 
trade of a grecery house.”’ 

Mr. H. Wore said: “We sell only New York 
Goshen and Tennessee, about three hundred 
pounds per week of the formerand a hundred and 
fifty per week of the latter. I sell no butter that is 
made in georgia, 

Mr. I. 8. MITCHELL said: “I sell about two hun 
dred pounds per week of Tennessee butter and sev- 
enty-five pounds of Mr. Butler Woodward’s Jersey 
butter, made at Cohutta, near Dalton. I sell no 
other Georgia butter, because | donot have none 
offered and no demand for it.’’ 

Mr. C. J. KICKLIGHTER said: ‘tl would say that 
not one pound in five hundred of the butter con- 
sumed in Atlantais made in this section. Some 
little comes from the neighborhood of Acworth and 
some from up the Air Line, but it amounts to noth- 
ing. Ordinary Georgia butter is white and puffy,and 
the people do not want it.’’ 

Mr. ELAM JOHNSON said: “‘I handle, comparative. 
ly speaking, no Georgia butter. It all comes from 
Tennessee or the north and west.”’ 

Mr. L. E. HAMILTON said: “I handie butter on 
commission. The trade is enormous. I estimate 
that Atlanta consumes fully fifteen thousand 
pounds of butter per week. I have sold twenty-five 
thousand pounds of butter in the last three months, 
four thousand dollars’ wo.th of it being from one 
man, Mr. W. G. Weems, of St Clair, Tennessee. That 
was only half his product, and shows that he makes 
a yieid of over two thousand dollars per month, 
North Georgia could justas well take in some of 
this meney. She hes every advantage that Tennes- 
see has.’’ 

Mr. C.K.BuUZBEE says: ‘I sell about 40 pounds a 
week of Wade’s Jersey butter. I could sell 400 
pounds a week. I pay him 42 cents a pound and 
beg him for more. Not being able to get it or any 
like it, Isend out of the state for the bulk of the 
butter I sell.’’ 

Mr. G.8, Prior sells about 15 peunds a week of 
Wade's butter. He says: **I could sell 15 pounds a 
day if Icould get it. I haveno other Georgia made 
butter offered me. I see occasionally some white wat- 
ery butter that is made here but it 
is not saleable, and indeed very little is offered. I 
buy my butter from the north and west,”’ 

Mr. DUNNING says: ‘One trouble with our peo- 
ple is that when they make butter they do not make 
it in best style. White, puffy butter will not sell. 
I had a man come in yesterday and offer me butter 
of hisown make. I declined it, as I had tried it in 
the spring and could not sell it. He showed me his 
samples. I saw they were greatly improved, and 
took a 40 lb, case per week of his product, and can 
sell it.’’ 

Mr. H. I, KIMBALL says: ‘‘For many vears I sent 
to New York for all the butter I used on my table. 
i now buy Georgia-made butter that is as good as 
any ever madein New York. Our people have im- 
proved very rapidly in butter-emaking.”’

“l read your article in Sunday's paper on home 
enterprise, and I thought I'd show you this, as a 
sample of what lam doing.’’ In reply to inquiry, 
Mr. Wilder said: . . 

“I have 280 acres of land. I am putting allof if 
except about 30 acresinio griss and clover for my 
cattle and bees, That 30 acres lam enriching for 
corn, wheat and cotton. I wil make it give mea 
baleto the acre forwhat cotton I plant, But my 
main purpose is to make butter and honey.”’ 

‘What progress are you making”’’ 

“I am building up my herd 
I am now milking nine cows from 
which I get 65 pounds of butter a week. My 
cows are well selected scrubs, bred to a fine Jer- 
sey bull. As Il increase the size of my herd, I am 
grading it up to better quality. All the money |! 
get I put into cows. lam going to the Hughes 
Jersey sale in Athens on the 8th of November. I 
hope to buy a good Jersey heifer or so. I am going 
to push my butter product up to 500 pounds a 
week.’’ 

“What do you get for your butter?” 

“It nets me %5> cents a pound, and I could sell 
1,000 pounds a week if 1 had it. Atlanta alone 
would take that much at 35 ceats net to me.”’ 

**And about the cost?’’ 

. “My cows cost me besides their grazing 10 cents a 
day, orsay $35 a year. They average 250 pounds of 
buttera year, which brings me $90. I can make 
each cow clear. me $50 a year on putter If I had 50 
cows I could dp better. The expense on each cow 
would be reduced, and I would be justifiedin get- 
ting machinery for butter-making. 

“What do you ao with your buttermilk?”’ 

“I feed it to my hogs. I bought 7 January pigs 
when they werea month vuld. I haverais them 
on buttermilk and they will weigh 300 pounds each 
for Christmas killing. I am beginning to harden 
their flesk up now with a little corn. In December 
I'll give them all the corn they can eat.’’ 

‘“‘What pasturage do you use?” 

“The Bermuda grass is the best pasture we can 
have—and as good as any—I tried for years to kill 
it out on my place, ignorant of its value. Now I’m 
eucouraging the same old sod to 
grow and turning it into utter

to the ground in August till it looked like brown 
paper. A rain would come and in ten days it would

How to Fold Dresses and Laces. 

Each dress should have its own wrap or cover to 
preserve it from chafing and fading. Take fine, 
firm cotton cloth, something over a yard wide, cut 
into squares. Theyshould be fine, to take no room 
and weigh little; firm; to keep away dust; hem- 
med, that you may keep the same side next the 
silk, and washed, to do away with the bleaching 
chemicals, which are liable to change the color of 
the silk. Fold the bottom of the train 


back and forth in about eighteen or twenty 
three-inch folds, so as to fit the box you have for it, 
The bottom now being altogether, you will coverit 
with a small cloth or towel to keep the dusty train 
from rubbing against the cleaner parts of the robe; 
rol] the whole dress loosely to the size and shape of 
the box, lay it upon the white cloth and fold the 
corners of the same over the top of the packages 
and place it in the box. Now lovsen the roll and 
adjustit to its space, soasto favor any delicate or 
easily crusbed portion of the dress, as Medici 
collars, flower garniture, embroidery, 
ete.. relieving crowded places and distributing the 
thick tothe thin spots. When you come to usethe 
robe shake it out, and you wrtill fina itin good con- 
dition. The fold of a dress or shawl will often 
work up between the trays or boxes, and by motion 
of cars, wagons, etc., get chafed into holes; toavoid, 
this, pin the cloth so that it cannot jut over the 
box, 

To pack laces, fold them in blue tissue paper or 
soft liuen, because “white paper contaius bleaching 
acids and di-colors and decays the ribbon or lace. 
The same is true of white shoes and gloves, and 
especially silver ornaments. The latter, thot 
worn every evening. retain their purity and bril 
liancy for months if kept closelyin bl tissue 
aper. Shoesand slippers shouid neve 

together without a paper or cloth between them, 
the sole of one spoils the upper of the other. Put 
one in thecloth, turn it over, then add the other.

The document, when it does appear, will have in- 
terest sclely in tre recommendations the president 
will suggest. Some of these will doubtless be of 
specisi importance, more notably £0 
his recommendations to taxation. Frienés 
of the president he will even go 
further as to the internal reduction he

did last year. In his last message the president 
recommended the abolition of all internal tax, 
save that on distilled spirits. It issaid he wii now 
sake a more advanced ground and recommend the 
cutire abctition of the internal system, the whisky 
“tax andall. This, if true, will put the president 
on an eyen pace with ex-Speaker Randall, who 
has already openly deciared in favor of the aboli- 
tion of the internal revenue ,system. This 
Randal’ does todo away with the army of olfice- 
holders emploved tocollect the internel tax. The 
president no doubt will take different grounds, or 
will acvise its abolition because money enough 
can be raised to support the government without 
the continuance of this system of taxation, which, 
if not oppressive, is inguisitorial, 

The exceedingly interesting portion of the mes- 
sage will be the recommendations the president 
may uave tocontinue the national banking sys- 
tem. Nomatter how the enemies ofthe system 
may rail against it, the factisthat it is the most 
poptlar method of Banking which has ever been 
devised. The people have cou‘idence in it, and

GN SILVER COINAGE, 

There is every reason to believe that the president 
will take more radical gronuds than ever touching 
silver coinage. This because he has had spedially 
prepared for him statisties showing the coinage now 
ou hand and the sto:age capacity to hold it. Itis 
claimed thatalithe available storage capacity is 
now taxed beyond its limit,and that with propriety 
the coinage of silver dollars could well be wholly 
discontinued for a yeas. The president will hardly 

o° as far as this, but Goubtless he wiil be pointed 

n his recommendation to very much certail the 
mouthly coinage, more tham half at least, and urge 
the discontinuance of the silver certificates. 

That portion of the message which will treat of 
foreign affairs will possess but little interest. The 
nation hes ked no ruction of any kind with 
foreign powers, and this will leave the president 
ouly the small duty of enumerating the treaties 
which have passed between the United States and 
other nations. A repetition of the reecommenda- 
tion forthe ralification a new commercial treaty 
with Mexico can be expected. 

Naval officers say the president will vigorously 
urge a policy which will build up the American 
navy, and if congress is disposed to be at al. lib- 
eral, two at Jeast, ff not more, steel crvisers will 
be asked for.

SUBMARINE CATUSS, 

PaRis, October 27.—The submarine cables con- 
ference has unanimously signed the draft of a con- 
vention for the protection of telegraph cables. M. 
Cochery, French minister of posts and telezraphs, 
expressed at the conference the hope that the cou- 
ference would be sustained by.treaties within 
three months. The question of the protection of 
cables in time of war is reserved for a diplomatic 
discussion. The most important feature in the con- 
ference was an English proposal that in tee event 
of war any power be at liberty to withdraw, with 
the right of readmission wren peace had deen c n- 
cluded. The conference adopted this principle. 
This means that in case of war any power may cut 
the cables at its own risk and peril. Tae cables 
must take chances similar to other property at sea. 

The convention will apply outside of: territorial 
waters to all submarine eables laid which touch 
land in the territories of contracting parties. The 
latter bind themselves, when authorizing the land- 
ing of cables, to impose conditions for their protec- 
tion. Laying or repairtng ships must, observe rues 
to avoid fouling. Tribunals competent to deal 
with infractions of the convention will be those of 
the country to which the ship in fault belongs. 
Ratifications will be exchanged at Paris with- 
ina year. Other states may Join the convention 
on application. 

THE ANCHOR LINE TO SUSPEND. 

LONDON, October 27 —After the sailing of the 
steamer Furnessia from -Liverpool on October 31,the 
Anchor line will suspend its service between Liver- 
pool and New York for the winter.

‘‘That does not matter,’’ said his honor, “‘butas I 
said to the jury when they retired, we will now pro 
ceed to put the verdict in due legal form for the 
signature of the foreman.’’ 

HOW THE PRISONERS APPEARED, 

Atthat time consternation appeared on the faces 
of the eight defendants and Colonel George 3B. 
Thomas, their counsel, likewise appeared dumb- 
founded. General Gartrell was notin court. The 
convicted men appeared utterly woebegone and 
almost ghastly, and some of them broke down aud 
snuffed the air as if nearly full enough to give way 
and cry. 

On each man’s countenance the beard ofa few 
day’s growth relieved the distressing pallor which 
their confinementin jail had giventhem. They 
were disheveled, unkemptand miserable. 

Mr. Speer requested Mr. Cooledge, the stenogra- 
pher, to write a verdictin shorthand at his dicta- 
tion. He dictated a formal] verdict, by which the 
jury declared that they found the defendants guil- 
ty of the charges in bills 1,585, 1,586, 1,587 
and 1,588, found at this term of the 
court and consolidated by order of the court. The 
verdict was written on one of the bills of indict- 
ment, and signed by the foreman, read by the 
clerk and recorded, 

Thus terminated the first-trialin the history of 
Georgia, which resulted in a conviction tor con- 
spiracy Orin popular parlance ‘“kukluxing.”’ 

The force of the marshal was limited and the 
men weretaken to jailtwo ata time, securely 
hand cuffed together.

When he heard the very liberal charge of Judge 
McCay and hisinjunction to the jury to acquit the 
defendants if they hesitated or wavered iu their 
opinion, he went home with a light heartand well 
satisfied mind. He was tired after his week’s ardu- 
ous labors aad sought the soft embracesof ‘‘tired 
nature’s sweet restorer.’’ Heslept soundly, awoke 
refreshed and was soconfideut of an acquittal for 
his clients that he did not go to. the 
courthouse to hear the verdict but left that duty to 
his associate counsel Colonel Thomas, His surprise 
on hearing that the entire eight were convicted 
may be be.ter imagined than described.

‘‘After the able and impartial charge of Judge 
McCay, I relied confidenuy on the acquittal of 
all the parties; certainly for the acquittal of James 
Yarbrough, who the district attorney in 
his eouciuding speech seemed to admit 
had proven an alibi.

A Man Who Could Teil Stories to Children—The 
Young Mareoners—Tihe Paiisnce Which Should 
be Exercised With the Little Ones to 
Help Them Alo. la Life. 


Mayne Reid is dead. He served his day 


and generation—a generation of boys and 
girls. They ought to mourn tor him, and I 
wish every one who has read his beautiful 
books could give a dime a piece to build him 
a monument. Mayne Reid did for them 
what Dickens did for older people. He gave 
them innocent pleasure and instruction 
with it. + There is no _ instruction § so 
cheap as reading, and no pleasure so lasting, 
but the reading must be of the right kind. 
How the children do love a good story, and 
how fortunate is the family that has a good 
story teller in the household. Whata favor- 
ite with the little folks and how. happy it 
makes them to gather round aunty or an older 
sister, and listen to some wonderful things 
that happened long ago or away off some- 
where. When | was a boy there were 
not many story books and so we used to go 
out to the negro cabins,or the kitchen and get 
the old darkeys to tell us stories.and they told 
us some awful ones too. I have listened to 
them tell about ghosts and witches, and raw- 
headand bloody-bones until I didn’t dare to 
look round, and wouldn’t have gone to the 
big house alone for a world full of gold. But 
all that is buried in the past. The old planta- 
tion times are gone with the good and the 
bad. Ourchildren now have better stories in 
the books. Not the dime novelsof blood 
and terror, butthe pleasant romances of 
good men who loved children. Fora long 
‘time Robinson Crusoe stood alone as the boys 
fown book, but now they have the Young 
Marooners and Swiss Family Robinson, and 
all of Mayne Reid’s books and it is right 
good schooling to read them. Their stories 
are so pleasantly mixed up with botany and 
geography and zoology and mechanics and 
contrivance that a boy is obliged to learn 
whether he wants to or not. Grown iolks 
delight in them as well as children. The 
Young Marooners ought to be in every house- 
hold, and especially in every Georgia family, 
for it was written by a Georgian who was 
loved and honcred by al! who knew him. 
Then there are the Plant Hunters and the 
Cliff Climbers and the Boy Hunters and the 
Forest Exiles that are full of incident and 
instruction and so entertaining that when a 
boy begins to read he can’t hardly stop for 
dinner. Of course they arouse a boy’s am- 
bition and he wants togo away off some- 
where and fight bears and wild cats and 
do wonderful things, but thev get over 
that in due time for the bears are most all 
dezd and youcan’t find many wild beasts 
now outside of a menagerie. ‘There were 
three little boys in my town who heard about 
Texas and bears and buffalo and panthers in 
the far west and they concluded to go and 
kill some of em and come back héroes 
So they got up a hatchet and an old gun and 
two day’s rationsand « bull dog and 75 cents 
and started. They camped out the first 
night and had asplendid.time in tke wild 
wuods below Rome and the next day got 
over into Alabama and got homesick and 
put up at a good man’s house and said their 
prayers when they wentto bed and the next 
day they started home with feet all 
blistered and feeling mighty bad They 
got enough of Texas before they-got there. 
Those buys were good boys, better than the 
average and they loved their parents. but 
they had been reading the young Marooners 
and they wanted to Maroon some too, and 
they thought that Texas wasn’t far off and 
they could tellit when they got there by 
seeing bears in every thicket, and deers run- 
ning around and wild turkeysin every tree. 
When they come back we didn’t kill any 
calf, neither did we wollop ‘em, but just 
went along as tho’ nothing had happened. 
Itjiked to have killed their inothers for 
about two days, but after that they seemed to 
think ita right big thing and showed that 
the bovs had gumin ’em. I reckon there 
never was a boy that didn’t want to do some 
big thingand bea hero. That is all right 
and very natural. The men do too until 
they get married and settle down to the hard 
struggle of life, raising children and paying 
debts, and that takes the starch out of ’em 
and the romance too. Its all fact, fact every 
day and every night. Thirty years ago I be- 
un waiting ona little chap and washing his 
ace and lieing up his toes and his fingers and 
teaching him his lessons, and pretty soon 
they doubled on me andthen they trebled 
and quadrupled and kept on away up yon- 
der and here | am still working and teaching 
and every night I have to hear ’em spell and 
speak their speeches and show ‘em how to do 
sums, and I can’t keep up with the new fash- 
ioned books and the new way ot ciphering 
by analysis, and sosometimes whenl get 
stalled I Lave to look wise and say the answer 
im the book is wrong. 

Parents ana teachers ought to be mighty pa- 
tient with children. Some have more capacity 
and some more memory. Some are slow and 
some are quick. It is not the smartest child 
that makes the smartest manor woman. It 
is a powerful strain on some of 'em to keep 
up, and the dull ones oughtent to be crowded 
until they hate books and dread the time of 
going toschool. Some folks send their chil- 
dren to school to get rid of "em but my opin- 
ion is the parents ought to help the teacher 
every night. It shows the children how much 
interest they feel in their education. It isa 
sign of a good teacher when the children get 
ambitious to keep up and get bead marks, and 
bring their books home at night and want to 
go to school if it is raining a little. Wrap ’em 
up and let ’em go. There is nothing that 
demoralizes a school boy. like slaying 
at home every few days and 
getting behind the class. We _ used 
to walk three miles:to school. and we never 
minded it at all. It wasa frolic allthe way 
thereand allthe way back and we did have 
the best dinners in tlie world. Delmonico 
never had as good things as our mother used 
to fix up forus. Itseems tome so now. A 
child’s life is full of romance and fun—the 
best sort of fun. “A child’s-dreams are splen- 
did, but we don’t dream now, hardly ever. | 
used to read Robinson Crusoe and dream it 
all over again. HowIdid long to be ship- 
wrecked on an island and raise monkeys and 
goats aud parotts. Slow children are gen- 
erally sure children, but they don’t show olf 
much. Daniel Webster was most always foot 
in his class, but when he learned any- 
thing he never forgot it. Some 
boys are wild and restless and bave 
no love for books, but they oughbtent to be 
given up or hacked or abused continually. 
If they have good parents they will come to 
themselves after while. They will sow their 
wild oats and gather the crop and get tired of 
that sort of farming. I was reading the oth- 
er day about Oliver Goldsmith, who I reckon 

was the worst vagabond in all England, and 
was kicked about and abused by everybody, 
and got in jail, and sometimes slept in the 
corner of the fence and liked to have perish- 
ed to death, but he came-to himself at last 
and made one of England’s best and greatest 
men. The three worst boys that ever lived in 
Rome are now good men, splendid men, and 
are honored and respected. They had good 

arents. Give a doga bad name and every- 

ody wants to kick . him.,. Good 
men ought to notice the __ bad 
boys specially and speak kindly 
to’em and offerto help ‘em and make’ ’em 
fee] that they are not Ishmaelites. Some 
boys get so much abuse at bome and abroad 
that they are astonished when a decent man 
c.cakgto ’em. Some folks give ‘em no con- 
sideration, but want to see’em goto jail or 
to the calaboose, which is the worst thing 
that can be done for a boy, for he never gets 
over itand grows desperate. Itis astonish- 
ing how long a little sin or a little humilia- 
tion will follow a boy. One time a boy stole 
a quarterof a dollar from another boy at

Washington Gazette: Two negroeson Mr. W. A. 
Pope’s place gotintoa difficulty one -night last 
week. Oneshotat the other witha pistol, without 
effect, and hein turn wascutin the head witha 
knife. There were three wounds in the head. One 
made a gash in the scalp several inches long: the 
second was across the forehead and into the left eye 
putting it out, and the third was a stab in the skull 
when the point of the kuife, five-cights of an inch 
long, was broken off and lefithere. The blade was 
alargeone. The wounded negro was not confined 
to his bed, but on several different dass came in 
town to the physicians fortreatment The wounds 
Were dressed and the effort was made to extract the 
piece of knife blade, butit stuck as ifit wereina 
vice. The most muscular men could 
do nothing wit! it because so slight 
hold could be obtained. Finally the 
piece was broken in twoand part of it taken out: 
Drs. J, H.and J. A. Lane, who were treating the 
case, then resorted to the operation of trepauning, 
took out a round piece of the skuil about the size 
of a nickle, and removed the balance of the knife 
blade which was Sticking in the brain. This opera- 
ation was not performed for some days after the 
negro was wounded, Fora day or two previous to 
the operation the negro’s mind seemed to be affected. 
This was caused from a formation of pus which 
was pressing on the brain. This pus was allowed 
to escape when the piece of skull was removed, and 
the mind of the wounded man recovered its normal 
condition immediately. The negro is recovering 
rapidly and will probably soon be as well as ever, 
minus one eve and a piece of his skull bone.

Jonesboro News: Mr. Ephraim Roundtree, an 
unpretentious farmer of our county, sold, during 
this season, about $100 worth of peaches, from a two 
acre orchard. Asis well known the peach crop 
through this section was entire failure, but Mr, 
Roundtree, by a uovel ifea, whether of his own con- 
ception ornot, we can’t say, managed to secure 
good yield. His plan is to build what he calls 
smothered fires among the trees whenever a frostis 
anticipated, and the smoke dissolves or prevents 
the frost. The fact that the tree fartherest removed 
from the fires bore less than those nearer, in several 
years test, is convicting that his plan is a good one. 
He never plows his orchard in the spring, until all 
danger of frost is over, as the freshly stirred ground 
is productive of more moist, which rises in a vapor, 
and makes the frost heavier. Mr. Roundtree con- 
Siders the above plan well worth the trouble, 
especially when there is a general fruit failure. 

Hawkinsville Dispatch: Hon. Walter T. McAr- 
thur, of Monigomery county, returned a few days 
ago from an extended tour through Europe. 
Among the many noted places he visited were 
Rome, Naples, Mount Vesuvius, Venice, Peris, 
London, and many others. He visited the island 
and gaz d upon the wreck of the city that was de- 
stroyed with seven thousand people by the earth- 
quakein July last, This island isin the vicinity 
of Mount Vesuvius, in Italy. Speaking of his 
travels through Italy, Celonel McArthur 
told of the remarkabie growth of the fig trees 
and pear trees of that country. Some of thé treas 
he declares were seventy-five feet high. In the an- 
cient city of Rome he visited some of the old build- 
ings that were erected before the birth of Christ,and 
he drank water from the fountain where St. Payl 
and st. Peter were imprisoned. The building still 
stands in which Cesar wasslain by Brutus. The 
buildings are all of stone or marble, and will be 
Standing a thousand years hence.

The city is built over 
water, stone foundations being used for the build- 
ings, and instead of carriages and streets, the peo- 
ple use gondolas, which are propelled by a kind of 
oar that does not plash or create a noise.

SAVANNAH. 


THE CITY UNDER THE GLARE OF 
AN HUNDRED ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


The Tower System Beautiful to the Eyo in the Diss 
tance, but Net a Success Practically—To Be 
Improved-—The Progress of the City-— 

Tho Police—Other Notes, Ec. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., October 24, 1883.—A_ pret- 
tier sight than Savannah at night would be 
hard to find. Under the magniticent glare of 
her twenty odd eleetric towers, each having 
five arc lights, the city appears, in the 
tance, as if under the power of a great many

effect is inspiring. 

But while the tower system of 
great city is quite pleasing to the eye, in an 
artistic sense, it can bardly be said that it is 
inall parts a complete success practically. 
Last night I rode in a hack through some of 
the principal streets, and found that unless 
within a direct line with some one oft the 
towers, there was the blackest kind of dark- 
}ness. It is well known. that the electric 
» light casts the most -perfect and compleie 
shadow possible to make with any light. For 
this reason, it isn’t as interesting as it might 
be to the wayfarer, if he has business 
on a dark street in the ‘Forest City.’’ 

For lighting squares, there iS 
nothing comparable to the tower system, as 
witness the midday brightness of Union and 
Madison squares in New [York, and some of 
the squaresin Savannah. It is perfect for 
making a big square bright enough to make 
one’s head swim; but for the general lighting 
ofa city filled with tall houses—or even 
bouses that are not tall—the tower system 
won’t do. The theory of Savannah’s system 
is very pretty on paper, but when put into 
practice, it fails almost completely. The idea 
was to make the sky act as areflector. I was 
told to-day, that when the electric light peo- 
ple first talked the thing up, the story went. 
something like this: 
rHE THEORY, 

We will have, say, nine towers, each one 
hundred and fifty feet high. On each tower 
will be five arc lights, Now, we calculate th at 
the light from each tower, if all are placed 
equidistant from each other, will radiate in 
such a manner that the rays wili meet half 
may and equalize the light all around; thus 
giving a kind of commou intensity. Then 
the sky, acting asa reflection, will disseminate 
the light in all directions and thus avoid any 
heavy shadows. 

IN PRACTICE. 

This plan seemed so plausible that nearly 
everybody thought it was a sure go, and 
the city would be as brijliant 
as the Atlanta carshed, But 
it wasn’t anything of the kind. There 
doesn’t seem to be a waste of light, but the 
same quantity might be made to go along 
way further if it could be controlied. The 
sky reflecting idea might do well enough On 
a dark, cloudy night, but it won’t do all 
the time. However, | suppose the people of 
Savannah are not giving themselves any spe- 
cial worry over it yet awhile. The city’s con- 
tract with the Brush company is to furnish a 
light for the entire city as good as a three- 
quarter moon, and if the present tower sys- 
tem doesn’t succeed, why more lights will 
have to be placed where the dark shadows 
now are. It is particularly distressing around 
the market, at least on two sides, on a dark 
night. 

THE COST OF THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 

I was told to-day that Savannah contracted 
for a (erm of years with the Brush company 
at $17,000 a year to furnish the desired light. 
Considering that the light is so much better 
than gas, it is considerably cheaper, and if it 
is ever perfectly arranged, it will prove more 
satisfactory every way. It costs, I believe, 
twenty-five cents per night fora single arc 
light in nearly aj] the companies of the coun- 
try. Savannah’s hundred lights would cost 
her about $27,000 at this rate. The electric 
light in Atlanta seems to be athing in the 
far-away future. The city owns her own gas- 
works, gets her streets lighted for nothing, and 
makes money in the bargain. The city is in 
striking contrast to Macon, Savannah, 
Chattanooga and Knoxville, al) of 
which have streets and public build- 
ings. lighted by electricity. It is a 
subject of frequent remark by strangers vis- 
iting Atlanta, that the absence of the electric 
light on the streets is a notable deficiency. | 
The Savannah people don’t seem to mind the 
dark shadows which are painful to encoun- 
ter, because they say the company is bound 
to furnish a good light, and they are willing 
to remain in patient expectancy, knowing it 
will be agrand thing when it comes along. 

SAVANNAH’S ENTERPRISE. 

The common topicin Savannah now toa 
stranger isa recent boom which has caught 
on here. Nearly every business man one 
meets has something encouraging to say 
about the various enterprises which are daily 
getting into shape. Many fine structures 
have grown up during the year, and many 
more are now in process of construction. At 
the end of the last cotton season the cotton 
men here were considerably alarmed at the 
prospective falling off in the receipts, but 
they don’t seem to be troubled a great deal 
over it now,asthe receipts, notwithstanding the 
short yield, are keeping right along with last 
season for thesame time. The success of 
Norfolk as a cotton port seems to be the 
greatest thorn in Savannah’s side, and when 
some of the dealers here went to Norfolk in 
July last, they were mightly shaken up over 
the great uatural advantages of Norfolk’s 
water front. But I think the alarm here is 
premature. Norfolk may continue her nat- 
ural positions and still Savan- 
nah’s legitimate cotton trade 
will not be affected. W hile 
Savannah has not shown any phenomnea! in- 
| crease in receipts for several years, she has 
f persistently held her own as second or third 
port in the union, and promises never to go 
below that position. It is the ambition of 
merchants here to see the receipts go up to 
1,000,000 bales, but when that will be, 1 am 
not oracle enough to indite here, 

REAL ESTATE 
seems somewhat on a boom here now, and 
several companies have been tormed for the 
purpose of buying up lots and houses through 
the city for improvement. There has never 
been any of the impetuous spurts in real 
estate here similar to those you have’ seen 
every-summer in Atlanta, but there is a grad- 
ual increase in demand and price which is 
very flattering. There are very few, if any, 
vacant buildings or stores here and I suppose 
more than a hundred are now going 
up. Iam glad to note an improvement in 
the style of architecture, too, for Savannah 
has never been noted for a superabundance 
of elegant public buildings. By the way, one 
of the greatest needs of the city is about to be 
satisfied now by the erection of a magnificent 
hotel to cost about $300,000. The matter has 
not taken finalshape yet, but it is almost 
certain to be asuccess. A New York gentie- 
man has made a proposition to guarantee six 
per eemt on the investment, but I don’t chink 
that sum exactly suits the stockholders. 
They want more money than six per cent. 
They argue thatthe hotel will have to be 
closed five or six months during the year, and 
six per cent is too little foran investment of 
that kind. There are some beautiful sites 
eligible here for sucha hotel. The federal 
barracks and the present Pavilion hotel are 
among the places mentioned, with the 
chances in favor of the former. Ii this hotel 
is built, it will attract thousands of nerthern 
visitors who do not come now on account of 
the limited hotel facilities. The Screven is 
run in good style, but it isan old time house 
in construction, and no matter how elegant 


the cuisine, it is not exactly the thing. It is 
the popular house here now, however, and is 
well kept. 
FAVANNANH’S POLICE. 
It isa notable fact, and one about which 
there can be no possible doubt, that the city 
is the finest on the 


police force in Savannah 
continent. General Anderson is a brilliant 


. officer, and disciplines his men with as much 


thoroughness as is required at the West Point 
academy. The police barracks here is a place 
like a parlor, so clean and neat isit kept in 
every detail, It is a treat to walk by or 
through the barracks and note the military 
precision With which things are 
done. The police force is always as trim as 
an old maid, and at no time can a member be 
seen on duty unless his boots are polished, his 
white gloves clean and his uniform in perfect 
neatness everyway. It isa credit alike tothe 
state and Savannah to have such a magnifi- 
cent body of men on the police force. There 
are no roughs or bullies on the force, 
but the men are all gentlemen, and 
treat the public as they deserve. As a result 
of this, everybody here holds the police in 
highest esteem and the most utter respect.

THE ALL-COTTON THEORY. 

The New York Evening Post, which seems 
inclined to take a casual interest in southern 
affairs, is pleased to comment editorially on 
anarticle recently published in. THE Constr- 
TUTION in regard to the industrial condition 
of the cotton-growing section. The Evening 
Post quoives the figures and estimates of that 
article and comments, in part, as follows: 

It (THE CoNSTITUTION) therefore advises southern 
farmers persistently to shorten the acreage of their 
cotton and extend the limits of their grain fields 
and pastures, with the object simply of keeping 
the money she sends away for provisions and for- 
age at home; which, on this plan, would make the 
south ‘“‘plenteously’’ rich. At present “her labor 
enriches other sections,while she is kept in poverty 
and subjection.’ 

What is. curious about all this as a piece of advice 
coming from a writer who professes to understand 
business and addressed to business men, is that it 
contains no calculation of what it costs the south 
toimport its provisions, and to comparison be- 
tween the value of acrop of corn and a crop of 
cotton raised the same acreage. Whether it 
paysa southern farmer better to grow cotton of 
course depends partly on what he has to pay for 
hiscorn, and not, as THE CONSTITUTION seems to 
think, wholly on what he gets for his cotton. ifan 
acre of cotton brings $100 in a year of moderate 
Crops, and the corn which would 

grown on it can be bought 
for $60, it would be folly to growtthe corn,

But 
even in Georgia the conditions since the war 
have never been favorable for the application 
of the theory of the Evening Post, as vears of 
failure and suffering will attest.. The one- 
crop theory has been tried year after year, 
and it has never failed to work disaster for 
those who have made it the basisof thgir 
operations. Why should this be so? 

The reason is not far to seek. The all-cot- 
ton system is a violation of the fundamental 
principle of all farm economy. It is not 
farming at all; it is simply a form of specula- 
tion. The great objection to it, is that it de- 
mands the establishment of a credit system 
from which there seems to be no escape. The 
farmer who devotes himself to the raising of 
cotton must buy his farm supplies; if he buys 
them for cash this next finds him 
in debt, and once in debt, the merchauts who 
are his creditors have it in their power to 
dictate which shall 
devote to cotton, succeeding year 
him deeper deeper in debt.

It would hardly be going too far to say that 
vhere is not a successful farmer in Georgia to- 
day who will not unhesitatingly attribute 
his success to the fact that he raises his own 
supplies and makes his farm self-supporting. 
Men who find it necessary to buy corn also 
find it necessary to buy meat. On the other 
hand, men who raise their own corn are apt 
to raise their own meat; and on a farm which 
is conducted on business principles—that is to 
say, on principles of economy and prudence— 
and which is made self-supporting, cotton is 
a profitable crop. But it is too costly a crop 
to be depended on to support a farm and pay 
the planter any profits. 

Tue Constitution has taken great pains to 
substantiate these statements by the testi- 
mony of the most successful farmers of the 
state. This testimony may have escaped the 
attention of the Evening Post, but it did not 
escape the attention of the farmers of Georgia; 
and we have been led to believe that its pub- 
lication has at least been the means of hasten- 
ing that reyolution in farm economy, the 
good effects of which have already been felt 
in every part of the state. 

Our contemporary alludes to ‘‘old ruts.” 
It is the fashion, of course, to say that the 
south is wedded to old ideas and old habits. 
However true this may be, it is very certain 
that the all-cotton theory is a post bellum 
product. The corn crib and the smoke 
house were prominent features on the old 
plantation, and they were usually full to 
overtiowing. The old plantation, too, as a 
rule, was self-supporting. The truth is, the 
all-cotton theory was one of the necessities of 
the poverty-stricken condition ef the south- 
ern people after the war. They were com- 
pelled to go into debt, and they are just now 
working their way towards comparative inde- 
pendence.

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THR STORY OF JOE SMITH. 
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The Early Days of the Father of Mormonism—How 
ile Developed loto a Prophet, 
From the S:, Louis Republican. 

A letter from Susquehanna, Pennsylvania, 
to,the Cincinnati Enquirer says: Long before 
the Erie road was built, however, there was a 
little settlement on the north bank of the 
river here called Harmony, and just west of it 
Joe Smith,the atterward founder of Mormon- 
ism, lived from* 1821 to 1829, and here he 
married his first wife, Emma Hale. From all 
accounts he was a lazy, idle, shrewd, plau- 
sible schemer and pretender, who made a 
precarious living by his wits, was a general 
favorite with the women, and had consider- 
able influence over certain of the men. 
When he first came to the country he en- 
gaged in timbering, but it was too laborious 
work fora man of his disposition to follow 
with good will, and he began to look around 
foran easier means of livelihood. About 
this time a resident of Susquehanna county 
named Jack Belcher, while employed at the 
salt-works near Celina, became possessed of a 
‘‘seeing stone’ that, it was alleged, had the 
miraculous power of enabling those who 
looked into it to see the whereabouts of lost 
articles and hidden treasure. It was a green 
stone, with brown, irregular-shaped spots on 
it, and was in size about aS large as a goose- 
egg. When he brought it home and covered 
it with a hat Belcher’s little boy was the first 
to look at it in the hat, and as he did so he 
said he saw a candle. The next time he 
looked into it he exclaimed: ‘“‘I’ve found 
my hatchet’’ (which had been lost two years) 
and heimmeuiately ran to the place shown 
him in the stone, and, sure enough, there was 
the hatchet, though heavily rusted by expo- 
sure to the weather. The boy was soon beset 
by neighbors fdr and near, who desired him to 
reveal to them hidden things, and tradition 
says he succeeded wonderfully. The fame oi 
the seeing-stone soon reached Jce Smith's 
ears, and he quickiy saw how its possession 
would enable him to make money rapidly 
and with ease. He bought the stone of 
Belcher, and at once set up fora “‘seer’’ on 
his own hook. A straggling Indian told him 
there was treasure buried in Turkey hill, and 
Smith got him to indicate as nearly as pes- 
sible the exact locality. He then gave out 
that he had seenin the stone an immense 
amount of buried treasure, and great was the 
excitement in the little community at the in- 
formation. Joe induced a moderately well- 
to-do farmer named Harper, who lived near 
by in New York state, to goin with him and 
furnish the capital needed to dig for the 
buried wealth. They hired anumber of men, 
and began digging on what is now the farm 
of Jacob 1. Skinner. After digging the depth 
indicated by Smith no track of the treasure 
was Giscovered, whereupon Mr. Harper be- 
came discouraged. Smith, who was as tricky 
as a snake, then pretended that there was an 
enchantment about the place that was remov- 
ing the treasure further and further away, 
and said that Harper must get a perfectly 
white dog and sprinkle its vlood over the 
ground, and that would dispel the obnoxious 
charm. Work was suspended, anda search 
for a perfectly white dog was begun. None 
perfectly white could be found in the neigh- 
borhood. Smith said -perhaps a perfectly 
white sheep would answer. One was. pro- 
cured, killed, and its blood sprinkled over the 
ground, and the work of excavation resumed. 
No trace of the treasure was found, though 
six holes, one of them fifty feet in diameter 
and twenty feet deep, were dug. After ex- 
pending over $2,000 in this fruitless labor Mr. 
Harper refused to putup any more money, 
and the digging ceased: Smith said that Ged 
Aimighty was angry at them for attempting 
to palm off the blood of a white sheep on 
Him for that of a white dog, and so had al- 
lowed the enchantment to remove the treas, 
ure which was there when they began opera- 
tions. Notwithstanding this failure, Smith 
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natural powers, and was in the babit of ‘*bless- 


' ing’ bis neighbor’s crops for a monetary con- 


sideration. On one occasion a farmer who 
had a piece of corn that was planted ‘late and 
on a moist piece of ground felt a little dubi- 
ous about its ripening, and paid Smith to 
bless it. It happened that it was the only 
plec2 of corn in the neighborhood that was 
killed by the frost. When Smith was twitted 
about this fact he got out of it by saving that 
he had made a mistake and had put a curse 
instead of a blessing on the grain. He didn’t 
return the farmer the money he had paid for 
a blessing, however. 

After Smith had started the Mormon 
church, and while he was -at Kirtland, in 
Ohro, a gentleman named Hurlbut, who lived 
near there, wrote to Jo’s father-in-law to find 
out what he knew about aim and his charac- 
ter. Here isan excerpt from the statement 
that Mr. Hale swore to before ‘Squire Denton 
March “U, 18354. The good charaeter and 
Standing of Mr. Hale were attested the next 
day by Judge William Thompson and D. De- 
mock, Said Mr. Hale: “I first became ac- 
quainted with Joseph Smith, Jr., in Novem- 
ber, 1825. He wasat that time in the em ploy 
of a set of men who were termed ‘money -dig- 
gers,’ and his occupation was that of seeing, 
or pretending to see, by means of a stone 
placed in his hat. and his hat closed over his 
face. In this way he pretended to discover 
minerals and hidden treasure. His appear- 
ance at this time was that of a careless voung 
man, not very well educated aud very saucy 
and insolent to his father. Smith and his 
father, with several other monev-diggers. 
boarded at my house while they were em- 
ployed in digging fora mine they had sup 
posed had been opened and worked OY toe 
Spaniards meny years before. 
gave the money-diggers great 
at first, but when they had arrived 
to near the place he had stated an -immense 
treasure would be found he said the enchan: 
ment powerful he could not 
They then became discouraged, and 
aiter dispersed. This took place abou 
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Lith of November, 1320. 
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“After these occurrences } Smith 
several visits to my and .at 

asked my consent to his marrying my dat 

ter Emma. This I refused, and gave him my 
reasons for so doing, some of which were 
that he was a Stranger, and following a _ busi 
ness that! could not approve. He t! left 
the piace, Not long after this he returned, 
and, while l-was absent from carried 
off my daughter into the state of New York. 
where they were married (February, . 1826,) 
without mv approbation or consent. After 
they had arrived at Palmyra, New York, 
i;mma wrote tome inquiring whether 
could have her property, consisting of cloth- 
ing, furniture, cows, etc. I replied that her 
property was safe and at her disposal, Ina 
short time they returned, and subsequently 
came to the conclusion that they would move 
out and reside on a place near my residence.

He then 
returned to Palmyra, and soon after Alya, 
agreeable to the arrangement, went up and 
returned with Smith and his family. 

‘Soon after this I was informed ‘they had 
brought a wonderful book of plates with 
them. I wasshown a box in which it was 
said they were contained, which had to all 
appearances been used asa glass box of the 
common sized window-glass. I was allowed 
to feel the weight of the box, and they gave 
me to understand thatthe book of plates was 
then in the box, into which, however, [| was 
not allowed to look. 

Smith, Jr., was to be the 
allowed to see the book of plates 
was a young child.

The mannerin which ‘he pre- 
tended toread and interpret was the same as 
when he looked for the money diggers—with 
the stone in his bat and his het over his face, 
while the book of plates was at the same time 
hid in the woods. 

‘‘After this Mirtin Harris went away and 
Oliver Cowdry came and wrote for Smith 
while he interpreted, as above described. This 
+ the same Oliver Cowdry whose name may 
ve foundin the book of Mormon. ,Cowdry 
continued to scribe for, Smith until the Book 
of Mormon was completed, as I supposed, 
and understood. 

‘‘Joseph Smith, Jr., resided near me for 
some time after this, and I had agood oppor- 
tunity of becoming acquainted with him and 
somewhat acquainted with his associates, and 
I conscientiously believe, from the facts I 
have detailed and from many other circum- 
stances which I do not deem it necessary to 
relate, that the whole Book of Mormon (so 
called) is a silly fabrication of falsehood and 
wickedness, got up for speculation, and with 
the design to dupe the credulous and unwary, 
and in order that its fabricators may live 
upon the spoils of those who swallowed the 
deception. “Isaac HALE,”’ 


That Joe Smith was never a Victin of mania 
or superstition is abundantly shown by the 
fact that he often told hisimmediate relatives 
that his ‘‘sight-seeing was all -——nonsense.”’ 
Then, again, he would claim that he was ‘‘the 
anointed of God and His special prophet.’ 
Certain it is that he was a royal liar. 

Last Sunday, in company with Hon. 
George A. Post, member of congress-elect 
from the fifteenth Pennsylvania district, I 
paid a visit to the home of Joe Smith, and 
saw the room in which the Book of Mormon 
was written, at Smith’s dictaiion, by Harris 
and Cowdry. The house stands on the north 
bank of the Susquehanna, two miles west of 
the Twin river, and is distant about sixty 
feet from the New York, lake Erie and 
Western railroad. The old house is one-story 
high, and with its kitchen, is about twenty- 
four by fourteen feet. Atpresentit is occu- 
pied by ex-Sheriff McCune, who was born in 
the room in which the Book of Mormon was 
transcribed ‘‘though I ain’t much of a Mor- 
mon,’’ said he, *‘for one wife is enough for 
me.’’ Mr. McCune’s father bought the house 
and farm from Joe Smith, and to the former 
he built a two-story addition. The build, 
ings are very rickety at present, and looks as 
though they would tumble down from rot 
and age in a few years. They are often visit- 
ed by tourists, from abroad, who generally 
ask Mr. McCune forasmall bit of wood or 
shingle asa memento of their visit. The 
‘‘money holes’’ Smith bad made in his search 
for the buried treasure are abouta balf mile 
from the house. Though their ire 
caved in, they are still visibie, and of 
them is filled with water, an endless spring 
having been tapped during its excavation. 

Not many rods from the house isa country 
grave yard, in which are interred the re- 
mains of one of Joe Smith’s children. No 
slab or head-stone marks the spot, and its 
precise location is known to only a few of the 
older people. Many of Smith’s wife’s kin- 
folks still reside in and about this county.

Paul, Manitoba, Missouri Pacific, Lackawan- 
na, Canadian Pacific and Central Pacific being the 
weakest shares. Toward midday Michigan Central 
was suddenly advanced to 93, and there wasa diff 
erence of 4 to% per cent between sales regular 
andcash, It is understood that Vanderbilt called 
in 10,000 shares of the stock to-day. Another rumor 
given for the rise was a report that the Grand Trunk 
was desirous of obtaining control of Michigan Cer- 
tral, and negotiations to that end was now going 
on. Nothing cflicial was known about the last 
mentioned rumor. Canadian Pacific developed 
strength, selling up from 59 to 6314, on the confir- 
mation of the statement current that the Canadian 
government had guaranteed 3 per cent dividends 
for 10 years on the company’s Capital stock. The 
flurry in Michigan Central and the strength of Ca- 
nadiaa Pacific exerted a favorable influence on the 
general market during the remainder of the day, 
and prices rose 4 to3 percent. St. Paul advanced 
1%, Canada Southern 1%, Lake Shore 1%4, Wabash 
preferred 114, Northwest .144, Northwest preferred 
1%, Reading 1%, Lackawanna 1%, New York Cen- 
tral 1, Erie 1, Missouri Pacific 14, Central Pacific 
17%, Western Union 1%, Union Pacific 1%, Omaha l, 
and Omaha preferred 1%. The Villards were also 
in better demand, Oregon and Transcontinental 
rising from 4454 to 4754. Northern Pacific from 28% 
to 29%4; Northern Pacific preferred from 63'4 to 
6434; Oregon Improvement from 75% to 7654, The 
transfer of the Northern Pacific cases to the United 
States courts created a much better feeling in Vil 
lards. Western Union was noticeably strong, sell- 
ing up to 79. The stock was in good borrowing de- 
mand, and commanded 1.64 for use. The short in- 
terest in these shares was increased during the past 
week. Nearthe close Canadian Pacific run off to 
6134 and 6174,and the general market declined frac- 
tionally on sales to realize. In the final transac- 
tions the market was firm. As compared with last 
night's closing, pricesare 4 to 2%% per cent higher, 
the latter in Canadian Pacific In specialties, Min- 
neapolis and St. Louis declined to 21% and rose to 
22%; Minneapolis and St. Louis preferred fell off 
to 41 and closed at 43; San Francisco first preferred 
advanced 1; American Cable declined 4%; Cleve- 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis 14; 
Hannibaland St. Joseph 4%: Metropolitan Elevated 
1, and Norfolk and Western preferred 1. The im- 
forts of specie at the port of New ork for the 
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week ending to-day were $35,843, making a total of

At a combination sale 
of Jerseys in New York on the 22d instant three 
yearling heifersof the Rioter family were sold.

Indeed, 
such cows are without number. Formerly owners 
made the tests themselves, but now tests are made 
under tbe superintendence of disinterested persons 
inthe most careful manner, so that the resu/ts are 
not doubted. The six leading cows are Jersey 
Belle, of Scituate, Lady Mel 2nd, Eurotas, Valte 
2nd, Bomba and Mary Ann, of St. Lamberts. Their 
yielas for one mouth are as follows: Je:sey Belle, of 
Scituate, 8 pounds; Eurotas %3 ponnds; 
Bomba, 69 pounds; Lady Mel 2nd, 90 
pounds; Mary Ann of st. Lamberts, 106 pounds and 
i24% ounces. Value 2nd was not tested for a monta. 
She made in seven days 25 pounds and 2)4 ounces; 
Jersey Belle of Scituate, made in sone year Uo 
pounds, and Furotas, in one year, made 775 pounds. 
The test of Mary Aun of 5st. Lamberts, 1s now going 
on. In sixty-two consecutive days she has made 
9 pounds, 2% ounces of butter. gets five 
quarts of grouud oats, grass and no otner feed. 
Her daily average has been 3 pounds and 6 ounces 
per day for the sixty-two days. < 

Jersey Belie, of Scituate, belongs to the Victor 
family; Eurotas is Rioter-Alpha, having but one 
outcrossof Rioter blood. Bomba is same Strain, 
Lady Mel 2nd is Albert-Pansy; Value 2nd is Pansy 
and Mary Ann of St. Lamberi’s is Kioter. At an 
early day Mr. Philip Dauncey imported from the 
island of Jersey into England the foundation ola 
herd which afierward had a world-wide reputa- 
tion. He was an intelligent gentleman with am- 
ple means, and for forty years he, by a system o! 
in-and-inbreeding, labored to fix upon them three 
characteristics: large butter yield, constitutional 
vigorand solid color. His success was probably 
the most satisfactory that occurs in cattle breeding. 
In June 1867, the entire herd of fifty cows made 
10'4 poundseach cow and 94% pounds over. The 
aversge produced that year was 7 pounds per head 
per week, dry and milking. This herd was subse- 
quently dispersed and were known as Dauncey 
tioters. Eurotas is adaughter of Rioter2nd. Mary 
Ann ofSt. Lamberts, isa daughter of Stoke. Pogis, 
a Rioter bull. ‘The Dauncey-KXioter strain is in the 
front rank. and Mary Aun is the leading cow in the 
Jersey world. 

We learn that Judge Hopkins, of this city, has 
purchased a young bull of the same blood precise- 
iy on the sire’s side, with Mary Ann of St. Lam- 
berts. Ou his dam’s side he isa pure Dauncey Riot- 
er. It is claimed that he probably has more Rioter 
blood than any living pull. He has not in his ped- 
igree an enimal that did not come from the VDaun- 
cey herd. 

Mince the above ariicle on the butter record of 
Jerseys was written, Mary Ann of St, Lamberts, has 
made in the seventeenth week of a continuous test, 
26 pounds, 8 ounces of nnsalted butter, and the 
last three and a half days she made 14 pounds, 2 
ounces of unsalied butter. The test continues, and 
it is a public official one. -She has actually pro- 
duceé over 4 pounds per day. 
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VIEWS OF FIFTH AVENUE. 


Seme of the Fine ®trectures on That Street Come 
mented Upon. 

The following notice of some of the work of Mr. 
L. B. Wheeler, who is now Mr. H. 1. Kimball’s 
partner, is copied from the New York Evening 
Post (Carl Schurz’s paper): 

Several of the blocks fronting on Central park 
along Fifth avenue present an extraordinarily 
animated appearance owing to the great amount 
of building going on. The value set upon the lots 
facing the park has been so high that during the 
late years of depression they found no purchasers, 
the owners being men of !arge fortune, Jike James 
Lenox and the Gcelets, who were able to hold the 
»roperty for the future. With the prosperity of the las 
few years many of these lots have been sold torich 
merchants, and the architects of the city have done 
their best with the wo:k entrusted tothem. One 
of the finest group of bouses now going up along 
the park is that designed by Mr. L. b. Wheeler and 
built by Mr. Hugh Lamb for different persons. The 
group comprises four houses, one at the southeast 
eorner of ~ixty-seventh street and Fifth avenue, 
built for Mr. H. O. Armour, the Broad street mer- 
chant; two adjoining houses on Fifth avenue and 
one brick house with red sandstone trimmings on 
Sixty-seventh street. 

Mr. Armour’s house is one of the most effective 
in the city, while not of large siae, being only tbir- 
ty feet wide by seventy feet deep. The material is 
mostly brick relieved by a peculiar reddish stone; 
the roof issioping on all sides, with gabled win- 
dows, and the design is full of quaint concei's bor- 
rowed from old chateaux and forming a delightful 
contrast to the cut-and- dried work in 
the adjoining streets. Upon entering 
the hall ailarge fireplace confronts the visitor, but 
the wall over the fireplace stops at about hali the 
height of the room, and sbows the first landing of 
the stairs, which start right behind the fireplace 
The etfectis startiing and unlike anything to be 
found in the city. The inside arrangement of the 
house isas unlike anything to be seenin Fifth 
avenue houses as is the outside. ; 

Facing the Fifth Avenue plaza on Fifty-eighth 
street, Mr. S. 5. Hutchinson is building a house of 
bluish sandstone, forty feet wide and eighty feet 
deep. The effect of the standstone, which is of 
a’most the same color as bluestone is peculiar, and 
the house attracts much attention from persons 
passing in and out of the park. 

In Sixty-ninth street between Fifthand Sixth 
avenues, Mr. Wheeler is building two houses, each 
thirty feet wide, for Mr. A. Mowbry. Nothing 
more unconventional can be found in the neigh- 
borhood, which is becoming famons for its odd and 
effective houses. The houses of David Dows and 
R. D, Bishop, at Seventieth-street,are completely fin- 
ished and occupied. Half a dozen others, among 
them that of H. G. Marquand, are not sufficiently 
advanced to give a notice of their future effect.

A TRIUMPH OF SKILL 


ud 


AT AUGUSTA, 


A March Across the Plains From Fort Leavenworth 
in Glorious Autumn Weather—Georgis at the 
Outbreak of War—Why Captain Elzey 
Gave Up a Government Post. 


General A. L, Long, in Philadelphia Times. 

Near the close of September, 1860, an order 
from Washington reached Fort Leavenworth 
directing two companies of artillery to pro- 
ceed immediately by land to Fort Smith, 
Arkansas. Elzey’s and Totten’s companies 
were selected for the required service. lHElzey 
being absent I commanded his company. 
Just three years before these companies haa 
been sent from Old Point to Kansas to assist 
in preserving peace at the approaching elec- 
tion. 

This step was at that time necessary, as 
the utmost hostility then existed between the 
free soil and pro-slavery parties, and threat- 
ened serious consequences. On the eve of 


another political convulsion the same troops 
were ordered to Fort Smith. Although 
the exciting Kansas eiection in 1857 
had been peaceab!y concluded, and fur three 
years Kansas had enjoyed unprecedented 
prosperity,~the spirit of John Brown bear- 
ing the banner of servile insurrection through 
the northern states multiplied followers so 
rapidly that the people of the south naturally 
became alarmed and sought’ means for the 
protecticn of life and property. As the pres- 
idential election approached political excite- 
ment arose to an unusual height, and though 
fears began to be felt for the safety of the 
union it was difficult to suppose that this 
movement of troops had a political signifi- 
cance. However, as it is the province of a 
soldier to obey and not to discuss the nature 
of his orders we began to march, knowing 
that time would reveal the nature of the ser- 
vice that was in store for us. 
JOURNEYING ACROSS THE PLAINS. 

The distance to be traversed exceeded three 
huadred miles, but as our route passed overa 
country famous for natural scenery we were 
constantly delighted by landscapes of great 
beauty, which lightened the fatigues of the 
march, The road lay over rolling prairies, 
carpeted with tall grass, intermingled with 
golden and crimson flowers, and wound 
through forests whose foliage had assumed 
the rich autumnal tints. This panorama not 
only continually unfolded beautiful pictures 
to tascinate the eye, but also afforded covers 
fora variety of game, from which our mess 
was abundantly supplied. Our table was 
daily loaded with grouse, wild turkey and 
venison, besides partridges and pigeons, and 
our meats were always seasoned by the lively 
talk and merry laugh of Totten, which met 
with a sympathetic response from Merchant, 
Dearing and myself. 

THE DELIGHTS OF THE BIVOUACS., 

Though more than twenty years have 
elapsed, I still think ofour pleasant bivouacs 
and recall the picture of that happy group 
that assembled around the bright camp fire, 
laughing and chatting, watching the curling 
smoke and inhaling the delicious odors that 
issued from spits and oven pans and pots 
that contained our evening meal. As our 
line of march lay through a sparsely settled 
country, remote from the postoflices and 
mail routes, for three weeks we were spared 
the sound of that political strife that was to- 
split in twain a nation and agray the parts in~ 
bloody strife against each other.

A DEMAND BY THE GEORGIANS. 
Aithough many of the Georgians were 
litically hostile to the federal goyernment, 
ali were personally friendly to us, and had it 
not been forthe agitation that threatened a 


gia would have been veay agreeable; but the 
great excitement that kept the people. in 
commotion caused us to feel unsettied in our 
social relations. The secession of Georgia 
was followed almost immediately by a de- 
mand apon Captain Elzey for the surrender of 
the aisenal. Governor Brown, accompanied by 
Colonel H, R. Jackson and several other gen- 
tlemen, made the demand in person. Cap- 
tain Elzey deciined to surrender the place 
unless compelled to yield toa greatly supe- 
rior force. The governor then withdrew to 
the city of Augusta, when he called out the 
neighboring militia to the number of twentvy- 
five hundred, with two batteries of voluuteer 
artillery. This force was promptiy collected, 
and very soon we found ourselves in a man- 
ner invested and reduced to a state of siege; 
a peremptory demand was made for the im- 
mediate surrender of the arsenal. 
A BRIEF RESPITE 

Captain Elzey then invited the governor to 
a second interview, at which it, was agreed 
that Elzey should have a respite of two days 
io communicate with his government for the 
purpose of obtaining instruction for his fu- 
ture action. During the interval we caught 
an occasional glimpse of a redoubtable Geor- 
gia cracker in -his yellow homespun garb, 
with his long rifle in hand, whose effect 
ata hundred yarcs distance was infallible. 
This apparition kept well under cover*of the 
neighboring pine woods, doubtless in dread of 
our artiliery, the power of which they had no 
conception. This respite wasso distasteful 
to the young bloods that many of them con- 
ceived the idea of surprising the arsenal at 
night and capturing its small garrison by a 
coup-de-main. This scheme, however, was 
frustrated by a quixotic young cavalier, with 
whom I had long been acquainted, in the fol- 
lowing manner: 
Morgan’s conscience upbraided him for the 
attack he mediiated on our unsuspecting 
friend; therefore, without divulging his in- 
tentions to any of his companions,he jumped 
into a carriage and drove at speed to the arse- 
ndl. 

A CURIOUS EPISODE, 

Halting at the outer gate he sent in an 
urgent message for me to come to him iime- 
diateiy. When I arrived at the gate Murgan 
was impatiently walking to and tro. He ad- 
vanced at once, andas | took his prottered 
band he remarked that he had stolen away 
from a number of companions, who, with 
himself, had formed a plan, without the 
knowledge of the guvernor, for the surprise 
and capture of the *arsenal that very night, 
adding, although he had been selected to head 
the forlorn hope, he could. not think of at- 
tacking an old friend whileoff his guard. I 
thanked him very cordially for hisinforaation 
and told him, as he had been so candid with 
me I would be equally so with him, that I 
should take advantage of his information to 
cause the arsenal to be putin the best possi- 
ale state of defense; moreover, there were for 
its defense sixty as good marksmen as ever 
pulied a trigger, besides six pieces of artil- 
lery. which I would double shot with cannis-

cluded that it was done to avoid the criticism 
that might have resulted from _ the 
removal of troops from the northwest 
to the south at a time cf great  politi- 
cal agitation. At this time there wasa large 
quantity of arms at each of the arsenals above 
mentioned, and as there was no military 
force for their protection, the authorities at 
Washington considered it necessary to send 
troops to guard them. In sending so small a 
force for that purpose the government must 
have intended it for moral effect rather than 
actual resistance, since it was absurd to sup- 
pose that fifty or sixty men could withstand 
the entire force of the state, as will be subse- 
quently seen. ee 

THE ELECTION OF MR. LINCOLN. 

After three or four days’ rest and prepara- 
tion at Fort Smith I resumed march with 
Elzey’s company. My route traversed Ar- 
kausas, Memphis, Tenn., being a march of 
about fifteen days. From Memphis 1| pro- 
ceeded more expeditiously by railroad to Au- 
gusta. During my progress through Arkan- 
sas the election took place and the result be- 
came known. The election of Mr. Lincoln 
seemed fo have paralyzed the entire commu- 
nity, and as [ passed along a Solemn stience 
that,seen and feiton the eveol agreat commo- 
tion, pervaded the whole country; the troops 
were eyed with suspicious giance, significant 
of the thought that coercion had already be- 
run, but no attempt at molestation, either 

y word or act, was olfered. Soon after the 
middle of November I reached Augusta and 
took possession of the arsenal, situated on the 
sand nills, three miles above the city. [ was 
then joined by Captain Elzey, who Immedi- 
ately assumed the command oi bis company 
and arsenal. 

THE AUGUSTA ARSENAL, 

The arsenal 1s situated in tne midst of a 
handsome enclosure of about sixty acres in ex- 
tent, on one of the most elevated of the range 
of sand hilisafew miles northof the city of Au- 
gusta. The buildings consist of a large stone 
house and two sets of oflicers’ quarters, 
mostly constructed of brick, anda frame bar- 
racks of sufficient capacity to accommodate 
one hundred men. These buildings occu- 
pied the sides of a rectangular area, being 
connected by a substantial brick wall, which 
joined the outer W alls of the build- 
incws. The side walls were ten or twelve feet 
in height, while that in front was only about 

four feet, but surmounted by astrong iron 
railing. The front entrance was closed by a 
strong iron gate. Atthis time the arsenal 
contained numerous small arms, 81x pieces ol 
field artillery, a large number of musket and 
rifle cartridges and a considerable quantity of 
fixed ammunition for field guns, besides a 
large amount of ordnance stores of various 


kinds. 
A PLEASANT INTERCOURSE. : 

'. Previousto our arrival the arsenai Was 0C- 
cupied by Dr. Galt, a military storekeeper, 
wi:b a detachment of about fifteen ordnance 
men. The occupation ef the arsenal by 
United States troops at the time of the great 
political agitation that disturbed the nation 
was regarded by many of the Georgians with 
an unfriendly eye, but the conciliatory con- 
duct of Captain Elzey soon dispelled all un- 
friendliness and established a pleasant social 
intercourse with the citizens of Augusta and 
the neighboring sand hills, When | arrived 
at the arsenal the people of Georgia had be- 
gun to recover from the startling effect of the 
election of Mr. Lincoln and the triumph of 
the radical party, and there were many who 
hoped that the elevation of , Mr. Lincoln to 
the presidency would not prove so calamitous 
to the nation as it had been at first supposed. 
A large majority of the southern people were 
strongly attached to the union, and would 
have made any reasonable sacrifice for its 
preservation. ; 

After@the secession of South Carolina the 
other cotton states called conventions, which 
promptly passed ordinances declaring their 
union with the federaé government dissolved. 
Georgia convened her convention on the 18th 
of January, 1861. which passed the ordinance 
of secession abont the 2lst. When her con- 
vention assembled there were three distinct 
political parties; the first, probably larger 
than either of the others, was the ultra seces- 
sion, which favored a permanent separation 
from the old and the formation of anew 
confederacy; the second fayored secession

THE SURRENDER 
The day following this adventure Captain 

Elzey received a telegraphic order directing 
him to hold the arsenal until he was com- 
pelied by force to surrender; then to make 
the best terms he could andcarry his compa- 
ny bysea toNew York. With only oné 
whose numerical strength was 
barely sixty, surrounded and cut off from ev- 


ery source of supply by a hostile force of 


more than two thousand men, Captain Elzey 
was obliged to capitulate. The Georgians 
We were 
permitted to retain our arms, private and 
company property, to salute our flag,to march 
out witb the honors of war and a free passage 
to Savannah. Notwithstanding the faithful 
manner in which Elzey discharged his duties 
there were those in Washington in their 
offices, safely entrenched behind formal piles 
of official documents, who, with a 
supercilious smile on their faces, were 
pleased to remark that he should have 
fought a little. After the surrender of thear- 
senal we were detained several days in prepa- 
tion for our departure. During that time we 
were treated with much courtesy by the Geor- 
gians. Taking our departure frum Augusta 
about the lst of February we proceeded by 
rail to Savannah, where we immediately took 
passage on a steamer bound for New York.

Laughter! ’tis a seal of nature. 
Laughter, whether loud or mute, 
Tells the human kind from brute, 
laughter! ’tis hope’s living voice, 
Bidding us to makea choice, 
And to cull from thorny bowers, 
Leaving thorns and taking flowers. 

The heathen in search ot information had 
better be content with what we have. given 
him and atonce make practical efforts at 
laughing. He need not wait until he ‘feels 
real good,’’ for we have it on high French anu- 
thority that ‘‘we must laugh before we are 
happy, for fear we die before we laugh atall.”’ 
And old Ben Joknson tells us:

We have aniple testimony that laughter is 
good, Douglas Jerrold speaks of “glorious 
laughter, who taketh blood-taking melan 
choly by the nose and maketh it grin in spite 
of itself.’ Henry Giles advises us to laugh 
and grow fat. “If you should grow exorbi- 
tantly fat by laughing, laughing still will 
keep youin healthy inotion.’’ An anony- 
mous writer says that ‘‘whether laughter dis- 
covers the gums of infancy or age, the grird- 
ers of folly, or the pearls of beauty; whether 
it racks the sides or deforms the countenance 
of vulgarity or deep lines the visage, or 
moistens the eye of refinement—in‘its phases, 
and on all faces, contortiag, relaxtng, Over: 
whelming, convulsing, throwing the human 
forminto happy shaking and qvaking of 
idiocy, and turning the human countenance 
into something appropriate to Billy Buttoa’s 
transformation, under every circumstance 
and everywhere a laugh isa glorious thing.” 
The physician tells us of the physical benefits 
of laughing. There is not the remotest corner 
or little inlet of the minute blood vessels of 
the human body that does not feel some 
wavelet from the convulsion occasioned by 
good, hearty laughter, ‘ue life principle, or 
the central man,ts shaken to its innermost 
depths, sending new tides of life and strength 
tQ tne surface, thus materially tending to in- 
sure good health to the persons who indulge 
therein. The blood moves more readily and 
conveys a different impression to all the or- 
gans ofthe body, asit visits them on that 

articular mystic journey when the manvis 
aughter, from what it does at other times, 
For this reason every good hearty laugh in 
which a person indulges tends to lengthen 
his life, conveying as it does new and distinct 
stimulus tothe vital forces. Doubtless the 
time will come when physicians, conceding 
more importance than they now do to the in- 
fluence of the mind upon the vital forces of 
the body, will make their prescriptions more 
with reference to the mind and less to drugs 
for the body, and will, in so doing, find the 
best and most effective method of producing 
the required effect upon the patient. But one 
English writer that we can call to mind has 
spoken cynically of laughter.

The Marquis of 
slanford would be convulsed for halfan hour 
on seeing somebody fillip acrumb of bread 
intoa blind peddler’s face, and the fit would 
recur to him long afterward, whensoever he 
would recal! the incident, One man laughed | 
for hours after seeliig the Egyptian antiqui- 
ties. Somé men laugh at the misfortunes of 
otbers. There is a character in one of 
Trollop’s novels who nearly exploded with 
laughter when he was informed that his next 
door neighbor had been tossed by a bull. 
Jobn and Charles Wesley, the famous 
Methodists, were once holdinga camp-meet- 
ing in the woods. They had started to sing 
when something ludicrous struck one of them 
and he began to laugh. The other caught the 
infection and both, much to the surprise of 
the congregation, laughed till the tears came 
to theireyes. They afterward apologized to 
their flock and said that the devil had 
conquered them. ‘There isa story told of a 
country fellow who saw a woman fall off a’ 
seat in church, and to whom the incident ap- 
peared so comical that he laughed constantly 
for three days, and was then seriously affect- 
ed in health for along time. One ofthe old 
painters who had just finished the portrait of 
an old woman, siood contemplating his work. 
As he gazed at the short, dry, toothless, 
bioodless thing with hollow eyes and hang- 
ing cheeks, her chin bearing out and her 
mouth bearing inward, her nose fallen and 
flowing out at the end of it, the whole por- 
trait struck him as being so comical that he 
fell into animmoderate fit of laughter, and 
died on the spot. 

Even old Dr. Samuel Johnson, who, of all 
men, was noted for his good sound sense in 
most matters, furnishes a singular illustra- 
tion in the curiosities of laughter. The old 
gentlemen was once dining with a friend of 
his, Mr. Chambers, and appeared to be suffer- 
ing unusually from the peculiar melancholy 
to which he was a life-long subject. Cham- 
bers tried to cheer him up, and told him, as 
a bit of news, that a friend of theirs-had that 
day made his will, Johnson, strange to say, 
found something very ludicrous in the. mat- 
ter. He said he imagined the man hailing 
every traveleron the road and confidentially 
informing them that he had made his will. 
He hoped that the testator had described him- 
self as of sound mind, and that he left him a 
legacy. This raillery Chambers did not hke 
at all, and finally, when Johnson told him 
that he wou!d make a ballad of the document 
and have it set to music, he became so in- 
censed that he left the doctor to himself. 
gut Johnson kept on adaing one funny 
conceit to another, and it is said that’ on the 
way home he leaned up againsié a railing and 
laughed himself almost into convulsions. 

In this case laughter parted two friends 
only, however, for the time being, Another 
instance may be mentioned where it brought 
together{two enemies. Canning and Brougham 
had passed through a very acrimonious ses- 
sion. During thesummer they met by acci- 
dent in the couniry just as they were in the 
act of going through a turnpike gate. The 
situation’ seemed very comicai to each of 
them; they both laughed and were aiways 
better friends afterward. 

To a pig belongs the honor of having once 
made the grave and melancholy Washington, 
whose features were seldomeven adorned by 
a smile, give utterance to a hearty laugh. 
When the commander-in-chief was stationed 
with the troops at Princeton, a neighboring 
gentleman, named Van Horne, determined 
on one occasion to treat the guests to roast 
pig. A victim was selected, and several of the 
servants of the establishment started in chase. 
But the pig was opposed to the arrangement, 
and the skillfulness of his maneuvers battled 
the pursuers.
